Then minority leader Grady offered an- 
other amendment which provided that the 
rights“and powers granted under the bill 
should not annul any other franchise grante 
ed by law. This was also Voted down. 

There is absolutely no restriction in the 
bill as to the amount of water which the 
company may take from the Niagara River 
between North Tonawanda and Lasalle for 
the purpose of developing power. It could 
drain the falls without one bit of legal re- 
straint. 

The hope of the opposition to the bill now 
lies in Gov. Odell. It is expected the op- 
ponents of the bill will ask the Governor 
for a formal hearing. 

With hardly a shadow of opposition the

WASHINGTON, April 7.—A_ represent- 
ative and distinguished company attended 
the dinner of the Periodical Publishers’ As- 
sociation of America given at the New 
Willard Hotel to-night. 

President Roosevelt was there and made 
a speech. On his right sat Count Cassini, 
the Russian Ambassador, Dean of the Dip- 
lomatic Corps, and on either side of them 
were Mr. Hay, Seqretary of State; L. Jus- 
serand, the French Ambassador; Baron von 
Sternburg, the German Ambassador; Jus- 
tice Peckham of the Supreme Court, Will- 
iam B. Howland, President of the associa- 
tion; Hamilton W. Mabie, the toastmaster, 
and other members of the society. 

The Publishers’ Association came to 
Washington from New York on a special 
train, bringing with them their out-of-town 
guests. 

When President Roosevelt entered the 
hall he received an ovation, the entire com- 
pany rising and cheering him repeatedly. 
Toastmaster Mabie introduced him as ‘‘ The 
best-known author in America to-day, the 
author and illustrator of American ideals.” 


THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 


“It is always a pleasure to a man in 
public life to meet the real governing 
classes,”’ the President began; “I wish to 
bid you welcome to Washington, and to

He called to the chauf- 
feur to stop, warning him that he was ex- 
ceeding the speed limit. According to Mur- 
phy the chauffeur gave an insolent answer, 
which led to an altercation, during which 
Murphy placed the man under arrest. 

Mrs. Gould objected to being prevented 
from reaching her husband, and told the 
policeman that she wished to continue to 
the tavern, which was only two blocks away. 
Murphy insisted, however, on the chauf- 
feur’s going at once to the station, and as 
there was no other means by which Mrs. 
Gould could reach her husband she went 
along in the automobile. At the station 
the chauffeur vas arraigned before the 
Sergeant, where he gave his name as 
Valentine Brossard, thirty-nine years of 
age, of 25 West Fifty-sixth Street. Mean- 
while Mrs. Gould sat outside in the car and 
waited for a settlement of the case.

The Sergeant at the station decided to 
hold Brossard, and he prdered Murphy to 
take his prisoner to court at once. It was 
then after 4 o'clock, and when the party 
reached the Harlem Court at One Hundred 
and Twenty-first Street and Sylvan Place, 
Magistrate Baker-bad adjourned court for 
the day. He was still in his private office, 
however; and when he heard the nature of 
the case ahd the principals he volunteered 
to hear the case at once.

MAILS MICROBES TO FARMERS. 


Moore Dedicates to the Public 
Patent for Beneficent Germs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—At the Patent 
Office to-day a patent was issued and dedi- 
cated to the people of the United States. 
It covers a process discovered by Dr. George 
T. Moore of the Department of Agriculture 
for the production of bacterial cultures em- 
ployed in inoculating soils for the success- 
ful cultivation of clovers of all kinds, al- 
falfa, soy beans, cow peas, and many other 
similar members of the legume family. The 
patent is given to the people of the United 
States forever in effect, the object being to 
forestall any effort to patent such a process 
and by that means circumscribe the efforts 
of farmérs to improve their soils by raising 
leguminous crops. 

The department has for several months 
been sending out in small packages through 
the mails the necessary bacteria dried on 
cotton and accompanied by nutrient salts 
with which the farmers. may inoculate 
either the soil or the seed which is to be 
sown in-the soil. 


GOV. MURPHY FOR CHAIRMAN. 


New Jersey Executive May Succeed to 
Senator Hanna’s Place.

NEWARK, N. J., April 7.—That Gov. 
Frarklin Murphy will succeed the late Sen- 
ator Marcus A. Hanna as Chairman of the 
Republican National Committee seems to 
be the belief of the Governor's friends in 
this city. 

It iig said on good authority that Prest- 
dent Roosevelt and his advisers are still 
considering Gov. Murphy’s name in con- 
nection with the place, and unless some un- 


forseen obstacle arises he be asked to take 
the position.

Two $50 Bills of George Washington’s

fifty-dollar bills, issued when George Wash- 
ington was President of the United States, 
have been fqund and are said to be very 
valuable. Workmen pulling down an old 
log house near Forest Hill found Tie bills 
hidden in a crevice. 

The house was occupied during the Rev- 
olutionary War by. Abram Pontius, a 
wealthy settler. It is a tradition that Pon- 
tius secreted large sums of money in the 
house and buried some on the farm, but 
these two bills are all of the fortune that 
have ever been found.

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RUSSIANS MAY NOT 
FIGHT ON THE YALU 


Their First Line of Defense a 
Position Further North, 


JAPANESE ACROSS RIVER? 


Are Said to Have Occupied Several 
Important Points—Russian Forts 
Apparently Ineffective. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 7.—While the 
first line of defense against the Japanese 
advance from Korea is a strong position, 
selected by Gen. Kuropatkin, near Feng- 
wang-Cheng, (forty miles from the Yalu,) 
it is believed the Russians intend to hold 
out as long as possible at An-tung, which | 
commands the Peking Road. 

The Russians have intrenched themselves 
heavily near Hai-cheng in order to block | 
the progress of the Japanese in case they 
succeed in landing at the head of the Liad- 
tung Gulf. 


CHICAGO, April 7.—A dispatch to The 
Daily News from Tokio says: 

“Reliable reports were received here to- 
day from Séul to the effect that part of 
the Japanese fighting line has crossed the 
Yalu and established itself in strong posi- 
tions there at several important points.” 

TOKIO, April 7.—A dispatch from Sdul 
says Japanese supply steamers are safely 
entering the estuary of the Yalu River and 
are landing their cargoes at various points 
on the Korean shore. It is presumed here 
that the movement of these supply steam- 
ers is covered by Japanese gunboats. 

If this is so the Russian forts erected 
upon the Chinese side of the Yalu River 
are evidently not effective. 

According to reliable Korean reports the 
American mines at Un-san and the English 
mines at Gwendolen are safely guarded by 
detachments of Japanese troops. 


SEOUL, April 7.—An American missionary 
who has just returned from North‘¢:n Ko- 
rea, reports having seen a fleet of forty 
transports, some of which were very large, 
off Hai-ju, fifty miles north of Che-mul- 
pho. It ig supposed that the transports are 
oatrying a part of the second Japanese 
Army, the first three divisions of which | 
are said to ,be destined to land at Yon- 
gam-pho. 

Telegrams have been received here saying 
that the Russians are occupying six of the 
largest border towns on the Tumen River, | 
in Northeastern Korea. 

A Korean Prefect has sent in a report 
that the Russians and Chinese who were at | 
Yon-gam-pho have withdrawn to An-tung, | 
across the Yalu. Only a few merchants re-— 
main at the former place.

PETERSBURG, April 7.-The Admi- 
ralty has received information that a Jap- 
anese squadron has been cruising off Port 
Arthur since yesterday. 

A special dispatch from Port Arthur says 
that after the attack on March 27. the whole 
Russian fleet sailed out of the harbor and 
formed line of battle, ready to’ accept a 
combat, which the Japanese déclined. 

Three of the Japanese fire ships sunk in 
attempts .to bleck the harbor have been 
raised and towed into the harbor at Port 
Arthur, where they are being armed with 
rapid-fire guns for service against the 

, enemy. 

Vice Admiral Stark has received the Or- 
der of St. Vladimir and Reéat.. Admiral 
Prince Ukhtomsky has been decorated with 
the Order of St. Stanislaus in recognition 
of their able defense on the occasion of 
the Japanese torpedo boat attack on Port 
Arthur on Feb. &. 

Admiral Stark reached St. Petersburg to- 
day simultaneously with the announcement 
of another honor conferred on him, the 
Alexander sword, which is only given for 
gallantry in the face of the enemy. 


MUCH ACTIVITY AT NIU-CHWANG. 


Quick Work on the Defenses—Kuro- 
patkin Inspects Fortifications.

PARIS, April 7.—A telegram from 
Niu-Chwang, dated yesterday, says: 

“ Niu-Chwang was visited to-day by 
Gen. Kuropatkin. Since he came the 
activity has increased, and preparations 
for defense against the Japanese are be- 
ing vigorously pushed forward. 

“Gen. Kuropatkin made a minute in- 
spection of the estuary of the river, 
where formidable. fortifications have 
been constructed by the Russians, who 
are hurriedly putting the last touches to 
them. An enormous quantity of artillery 
is here. 

“Everything points to the conclusion 
that the long inactivity of the Japanese 
‘has impaired the favorable prospects 
they were belieyed to have in February, 
when the Russians were under the ef- 
fects of the first surprise.” 


WHAT RUSSIA HOPES TO DO. 


Reported Naval Plan — Entire Baltic 
Fleet to be Sacrificed If Necessary. 


PARIS. April 7.—The Russian naval plan 
for retrieving the reverses at Port Arthur 
and Che-mul-pho has been communicated to 
one of the embassies through official 
channels having access to the highest naval 
authorities at St. Petersburg. The pian is 
expiained as follows: 

Russia recognizes that Japan now has 
prependerating naval strength in the Far 
East; Therefore it is essential to reverse 
the present Japanese preponderance. This 
will be attempted by two distinct moves: 

First, urgent efforts will be made to have 
@ naval concentration at Port Arthur, the 
Baltic, Red Sea, and Viadivostok fleets 
joming Admiral Makaroff's, command, if 
possible, and thus giving the combined 
fleets preponderance over Admiral Togo’s. 

Second, it is foreseen that it will be 
a@ifficult and probably impossible to effect 
this. concentration, as Admiral Tego may 
intercept the Baltic fleet before its arrival 
at Port Arthur. In that event the Baltic 
fleet, which is comparatively small, will 
attempt the perilous task of engaging the 
lavee Japanese fleet, in the hope of disa- 
bling some of the Japanese ships, 

The Baltic fleet may suffer annifillation, 
but it wili have served a valuable end if 
it is able to cripple a sufficient number of 
Japarese ships to reduce Admiral Togo’s 
navel strength _below_that of Admiral

INDIANS KILLED IN COLLISION. 


Three Dead, Three Fatally injured, and 
a Score Hurt. 


CHICAGO, April 7.—A special car con- 
taining sixty-three Indians belonging to 
Buffalo Bills Wild West Show was 
smashed in a coltision between the Oregon 
Express and a fast mail train on the 
Chicagé and Northwestern Railway near 
Maywood, Ill, to-day during a fog. Both 
trains were east-bound. 

Three of the Indians were instantly killed, 
three were fatally injured, and twenty 
others more or less seriously hurt. The 
Indians who were nct pinned in the wreck 
fled in a panic across the prairie, but re- 
turned, and, led by Chief Iron Tail, sel- 
emnly .chanted the Indlan “death song” 
as they gathered around the bodies which 
had been laid eut beside the tracks. Those 
kiiled were Kilt Head, Phillip Iron Tail, 
Jr., and Thomas Comeliast. 

Chief Whitehorse, in charge of the In- 
dians on the train, Was among those fa- 
tally injured. He said he knew death was 
near, and requested that he be placed near 
his dead companions. The Chief was 
propped up and sat stofeally smoking a pipe 
while physicians worked over his infuries 
pending arrangements to take the injured 
men to hospital. The others fatally injured 
were Annie Good Face and Luther Standing 
Bear. 

No white passengers were hurt.

Statement has been issued here: 

“At 9:30 o’clock yesterday evening a pe- 
tard éxploded in the portico of thé house 19 
Rambla de! Centro. There was @ loud éx- 
plosion, which caused material damage. In 
the ensuing panic two persons were slight- 
ly injured, 

“King Alfonso (who had been visiting 
the exhibition) passed the spot within a 
few minutes after the. occurrence and was 
warmly cheered by the crowd, which had 
thea become tranquil. 

“The originator of the outrage has not 
been discovered, Qne man was arrested, 
but has since been released.” 

.Private accounts from Barcelona regard~ 
ing the explosion vary in detail. 


ROME, April 7.—The Patria says: 

“An enormous crowd waited for King 
Alfopso outside the Exhibition building, 
where there was no military cordon, and 
the crowd was thus enabled to approach 
the royal carriages, although surrounded 
by & considerable number of detectives. 
When the King appeared, followed by Pre-. 
mier Maura, there was a great outburst of 
applause, to which his Majesty responded 
with smiles and by saluting in military 
fashion. 


“While.the King was stepping into his | 


earriage a sharp explosion was heard, fol- 
lowed by cries of pain. His Majesty turned 
aroun without showing any emotion, while 
Premier Maura urged him to proceed. 

“The crowd abandoned the royal car- 
riages and surrounded the place where two 
persons wounded by the explosion were 
lying in spasms of pain. The bomb had 
been thrown without well calculating the 
distance, and it exploded, woundinig two 
sightseers who were applauding the King. 

“Mis Majesty remained on the spot un- 
til the two wounded persons had been re- 
moved to a hospital, and then he received 
an enthusiastic ovation. 

“One person was arrested. His name was 
kept strictly secret, but it is doubtful if in 
the confusion the pdlice seized the real cul- 
prit, especially as no one present was able 
to tell exactly from where the bomb had 
been thrown.”

OPEN DOOR 


Anglo-French Treaty Also Provides for 
It in Egypt. 


PARIS, April 7.—It is learned in official 
quarters that the Anglo-French Colonial 
treaty about to be signed will contain a 
clause providing for equality of tariff du- 
ties om goods entering Morocco and Egypt 
for a period of thirty years. 

The clause specifies that this equality is 
only between. the parties to the treaty, but 
the officials say that the favored nation 
principle will give all countries equality of 
treatment, thus having the effect of estab- 
lishing the open door in Morocco and Egypt. 

The clause does not require the mainte- 
nance of the present Egyptian and Moroc- 
can tariffs, but whatever tariffs now exist 
or are hereafter established are not to con- 
tain differential duties,

thirty years.

“In William R. Hearst of New York we 
recognize one of the foremost Democrats 
of the Nation. He uses his great opportuni- 
ties and power in all cases in behalf of the 
common people' without counting the cost 
to himself. ; 

“His single-handed legal contest with 
the coal trust just successfully concluded 
in the Supreme Court is the most signal 
triumph of Democratic principles since the 
trusts seized the business of the country. 
We indorse the great work he is doing in 
the interest of his party and his country, 
and commend his example to good Demo- 
crats everywhere.” 

The platform, which was unanimously 
adopted, indorsed the Kansas City platform

YEATS’S “THE HOUR GLASS.” 


An Irish Morality Play of the Wisdom 
That Is Death.

Mr. W. B. Yeats's morality play, ‘“ The 
Hour Glass,’’—written for an Irish theatre— 
was represented for the first time here yes- 
terday afternoon at the Garrick, as one of 
a series of performances apparently ar- 
rarged to display the talents of Miss Jo- 
sephine Arthur. 

The piece is clearly suggested by “‘ Every- 
man,” the main difference being that the 
hero symbolizes-not the lust of iife, bu* the 
lust of wisdom, As the mediaeval theolo- 
gian and moralist found in the iove of the 
world only a snare, so Mr. Yeats tinds that 
in wisdom there is death. It is another uf 
his doctrines in mysticism, strangely sn- 
alcgous to that of a previous play, ‘*‘ Where 
dhere Is Nothing, There Is God.” 

Mr. Yeats’s Wise Man is a_ great 
apostle of science. He has routed the neigh- 
boring monks with his dialectics, and has 
converted not only his wife and children, 
but the whole country side to his denial of 


the old faith, But an angel appears to him, 
and tells him that when the hour glass 
shall run out he will be dead, and his soul 
will go to the place of all deniers, unless he 
can find one soul who believes. 

Suddenly abandoning his gospel of denial, 
he beseeches his family and pupils to be- 
lieve, even as Everyman went to Fellow~ 
ship, Kindred, and the rest, and they _re- 
fuse with similar triviality and humor. The 
only believer he finds is the village fool, 
who had not been thought worthy ¢ of being 
taught the gospel of denial. The Wise Man 
dies at the running out of the hour glass, 
but one is.led to believe that he has been 
saved by the faith of a fool. 

There is strangeness and fascination in 
the ale ley. 8 aa Vaere is in everything of 
Mr. Yeats’s, and in ne respects it is 
dramatic, as for example, in the matter of 
the angel and the hour glass, but its effect 
esterday afternoon fell short of the abso- 
ute: The fault may ve been with the 
angel, who was lacking in celestial pres- 
ence, being a very mundane young person, 
whose hair waved as by tongs, and who 
stood in a very theatrical limelight. 

It is more probable, however, that the 
weakness was inherent in the play, Real 
wise men and scientists do not in an in- 
stant give over a lifetime of conviction 
even at the bidding of the most poetical 
and dramati¢ angel; or if they do they are 
liable to lose the sympathy of theatregoers, 
who are most likely to be interested in 
characters that.make a struggle for their 
convictions. Isn't there a story of the athe- 
ist who thanked God he did not believe in 
Him! The other atheist exclaimed in ad- 

ration: ‘“‘By Heaven, he had sand!”

The other dis- 
tricts which instructed for Roosevelt were 
the First, Fifth, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, 
Seventeenth, Wighteenth, Twenty-fifth, 
Thirty-first, Thirty-second, and Thirty- 
third. 

The only district in which there was any 
friction was in the Twenty-first, where 
Hector M: Hitchings, who leads the forces 
against the regular leader, Abraham Gru- 
ber, had his name put on the list of thir- 
teen men te be voted for as delegates. The 
district is entitled to only twelve delegates, 
and on the vote Hitchings’s name ‘was 
dropped by a big vote, although some few 
of the delegates present were recorded 
against Gruber’s name being retained.

Hewley Quit on Learning Broker 
Had Bought to Oblige a Friend. 


ROOT AFTER JOINT ACCOUNT 


Witness Denies That There Was Any 
Such Thing, Though He Referred 
to It in a Letter. 


Edwin Hawley had an interesting time of 
it yesterday on the witness stand in the ex- 
amination before Commissioner Alexander, 
which Elihu Root conducted in the interest 
of the creditors and the receivers of Daniel 
J. Sully & Co., the failed cotton firm. Mr. 
Root tried to induce Mr. Hawley to tell 
what he thought a joint account was, and 
Mr. Hawley’s answer caused laughter 
among those of Mr. Sully’s creditors who 
were in court. 

All the attorneys whol had been present 
at the first session of the hearing were 
present yesterday, and in addition Samuel 
Untermyer was there, representing some 
of the large creditors. Henry W. Taft, one 
of the receivers, was not present. 

Mr. Hawley produced his record of checks, 
and from that were picked out all the 
checks which he had received from Sully & 
Co. The first check he received on Dec. 
19, 1908, was for $45,700, which Mr. Hawley 
at once divided among the members of the 
pool, of which there were five besides him- 
self, each one getting $7,616. The second 
check was for $10,362, and the third $45,210. 
These last two Mr. Hawley did not dis- 
tribute, as they represented profits of his 
individual interest. 

John W. Gates, A. W. Burchard, and L. 
C. Weir each got $44,880. out of the next 
check from Sully & Co., the total of which 
was for $134,640. Mr. Hawley was not so 
anxious to take down his profits in this 
pool as were the other members, and he 
did not sell his 10,000 bales until the next 
day, when cotton had advanced enough to 
net him $20,000 more than the others got, 
his exact share being $65,205. On Feb, 2 
he received two checks aggregating $19,545, 
of which he sent to Frank H. Ray $9,772. 
On Feb, 15 Hawley got a check for $100,- 
066.67, which did not represent profits, but 
the repayment of part of a loan he had 
made to Mr. Sully. Ten days later the 
profits amounted to $97,973.34, of which Mr. 
Ray, received $48,966.60, representing his 
half interest. A check received by Mr. 
Hawley on March 7 for $17,500 was in pay- 
ment for 100 shares of the stock of the 
Merchants’ Trust Company, which Hawley 
had bought for Sully. 


HAWLEY’S TOTAL PROFITS. 


It appears that the share of Mr. Hawley

Reducing from that a loss of $82,420, 
‘which he paid back to Sully’s firm, it ap- 
pears that the profits from the entire 
transactions of the- ‘“‘ millionaires’ pool’”’ 
did not foot up more than $104,711 to Mr, 
Hawley. After these facts had been estab- 
lisbed by Mr. Root he turned to the man- 
ner in which the business between these 
men .had been transacted. Mr. Hawley 
said: 

“The orders for my share of the trans- 
actions were given. in various places. 
Sometimes I gave them over the telephone 
from ‘my office, sometimes from my apart- 
ments, in Fifty-seventh Street, and some- 
times Sully came to see me. At times he 
came to my office every day. We also 
met at the Waldorf every day. We gen- 


erally sat around a table in the café and 
discussed the cotton market. Our first 
discussions occurred: early in December, 
about the time that I gave him my first 
order for the purchase of’ cotton, which I 
ave to him personally.” 

Here Mr. awley was asked if he had 
ever given any orders in writing, and he 
said he had not. Sometimes, perhaps twice 
in all, Ray had given orders for him, and 
they might have been in writing. Contin- 
uing his narrative, Mr. Hawley testified: 

When we met at the Waldorf Ray was 
generally in the party. John W. Gates 
Was also present at various times. These 
meetings generally took place about 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. Later in the 
evening, after dinner, we met at my apart- 
ments.”’ 

On one occasion, at a dinner given at the 
Waldorf-Astoria by John Gates to 
Sully, Ray, Hawley, and Burchard, each 
one present agreed to buy 10,000 bales of 
cotton, making a total of 50,000 bales. 

Another meeting place was the Hoffman 
House. Although no mention was made 
of the occurrence in‘so many words in the 
courtroom yesterday, yet it was suggested 
that it was at these meetings that the 
now-famous games of “ sweetheart poker ” 
Were played. 

Mr. Hawley said they generally met in the 
room known as the “ gold room,”’ 

Qh, happy augury,” said Mr. Root, and 
all the courtroom smiled. 


EACH TOOK 20,000 BALES. 


Mr. Root then came to the last transac- 
tion, which resulted in a loss to all con- 
cerned and brought ruin to Sully. He 
tried to make Hawley repeat verbatim the 
order for his share. Hawley replied that he 
had tol Sully to buy 20,000 bales for his 
. account, He said he could not remember 
the exact conversation, but each one pf 
them, including Ray and Sully, had agreed 
to purchase 20,000 bales. He had given his 
order on the express stipulation that each 


one should buy a like amount. That was 
about ten days before the failure. On 
March 17, the day before the suspension 
was announced, they agreed to buy 30,000 
bales more. That order Was given on the 
way down town in a carriage. Of this 30,- 
000 bales Hawley and Ray took 7,500 each 
and Sully took 15,000, 

Mr. Hawley next testified that he had 
never put up a cent for margins, and that 
until the last he had never been called upon 
to do so, as the market was going up all 
the time, and they were long of the market. 

Mr. Root then drew from the witness the 
story of that eventful March 18, when the 
Sully firm suspended. 

“On March 17,” said Mr. Hawley, “ Sully 
said that he might have to get some money 
in the morning, and I told him I would be 
giad to send him what was needed to 
protect my aeccount.’’

WANTED TO BORROW $600,000.

Mr. Root here insinuated that, when Haw- 
jev had heard of Sully’s straits hé sold the

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market short. but Hawley. denied this, say- 
ing he had never sold a bale short. 

Mr. Root then turned to the check 
which Hawley sent to Sully on the day of 
the failure in payment of his loss on the 
last cotton pool. The check was indorsed 
in such a way as to enable the Sully firm 
to draw cash for it. That was done at the 
request of one of Sully’s partners. r. 
Root tried to show that Hawley knew that 
Sully was in straits, and that was the rea- 
son he enabled him to draw cash. This 
Hawley denied.

Mr. Root asked Hawley to give his idea 
ot what a joint account was. Hawley de- 
clined to be specific in his definition. 
Finally Root showed a letter dated March 
18, inclosing a statement and check. The 
letter was written by Hawley. "

no joint interest? A.—Because the statements

This was Mr. Root’s last shot. He had 
sought to show that Mr. Hawley at one 
time had considered the account a joint 
one, which would make him liable to the 
creditors. The hearing was then adjourned 
until a week from to-day. 


SULLY MAKES FINAL OFFERS. 


Creditors May Have 40 Per Cent. Cash, 
but No More. 


The creditors of D. J. Sully & Co. will be 
called together this afternoon to hear the 
report of the committee, which they ap- 
pointed nearly three weeks ago to arrange 
the best settlement possible with Mr. Sully. 
What the committee will recommend is 
not known, but it is believed that its recom- 
mendations will not be favorable to either 
of the propositions made by Mr. Sully. 

A long meeting of the committee was 
held yesterday afternoon at the offices of 
the receivers, and at this meeting the final 
letter of Mr. Sully was read by John R. 
Dos Passos, his counsel. In part it was as 
follows: 


Desiring to deal with all claims with the ut- 
most fairness and without raising any ques- 
tions, which we are advised were and are pres- 
ent in the situation, we have made two propo- 
sitions: 

(1) To make a payment of 40 per cent. in cash 
out of the property in the receivers’ hands, 
and give our notes for the 60 per cent. bal- 
ance, payable'in oge, two, and three years, with- 
out interest, with the claims against Messrs. 
Hawley and Ray as collateral, 

(®) Or to have our property taken out of 
bankruptcy, and placed in the hands of Trustees 
appointed by the creditors, who should possess 
the title, and who, with our aid, should work 
out of the same all that can be obtained there- 
from for the creditors, we giving our notes for 
the unpaid balance, secured as mentioned in 
the first proposition, excepting only therefrom 
the house of D. J, Sully and the sum of $50,000 
as ‘working capital. 

This second proposition you declined at the 
last conference as impracticable, and as to 
the first proposition you ask that we increase 
the cash offer by at least 5 per cent., which 
would add $175,000 more. 

We have carefully considered the statement of 
the expert bookkeepers, submitted by the re- 
ceivers, and your deductions therefrom, in which 
you state that you believe these assets are worth 
enough to justify us in making such additional 
payment, but, knowing our accounts and assets 
far better than any one else, we beg to assure 
you that your deductions are incorrect, and that 
it is wholly impossible for us to realize an 
amount sufficient even to pay the present sum 
offered by us without the forbearance of our in- 
dividual creditors, who are equally entitled to 
share with you, and we therefore advise you 
that we cannot comply with your request. 

Although not required by the law to as- 
sume any indebtedness beyond what our assets 
will realize, we have endeavored by the utmost 
good faith to make these offers, and assume 
this heavy load. We regret that it does not 
accord with your views. 

Under these circumstances there seems to 
be only one thing, namely, to allow the law 
to take its course. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable last night the creditors may ac- 
cept one of the propositions, but neverthe- 
less it is the opinion now among the mem- 
bers of the Exchange that Mr. Sully will 
not, at least for several years, be per- 
mitted to return to the floor of the Ex- 


change. 


ROOT 1S A MERGER COUNSEL. 


Retained for Northern Securities Com- 
pany—Will Go to St. Paul. 


Elihu Root has been retained as counsel 
for the Northern Securities Company. 

Mr. Root made announcement of that 
fact yesterday at the Sully hearing, and 


said he would leave New York soon to go to 
St. Paul to participate in the conduct of the 


case. 


CIVIL ENGINEERS BUY LAND. 


Society Which Turned Down Carnegie 
to Enlarge its Clubhouse. 


The decision of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers not to join other engineer- 
ing organizations in accepting Andrew Car- 
negie’s offer of a new building on Thirty- 
ninth and Fortieth Streets, was followed 
yesterday by the announcement that the 
society had completed a real estate pur- 
chase which will make possible the en- 
larging of its clubhouse on Fifty-seventh 
Street to twice its present size. 

The society has bought the lot on the 
south side of Fifty-seventh Street, 140 feet 
east of Broadway, immediately - adjoining 
its building on the west. Plans will be pre- 
pared immediately for extending the 
structure over this lot, which has a front- 
age of 25 feet and a depth of 114 feet. The 


exterior of the new addition will be made 
to conform with the present building. The 
latter was put up only a few years ago. 

The lot, which was bought from the 
United States Realty and . Construction 
Company, is at the easterly end of a large 
vacant parcel at the southeast. corner of | 
Broadway and Fifty-seventh Street, all of 
which is owned by that corporation. At 
the southerly end of this block, at the 
northeast corner of Broadway and Fifty- 
sixth Street, the new Broadway Tabernacle 
is nearing completion. 


NO PROQF OF FRAUD. 


Trial of Suit of Mes. Stranahan Against 
Her Nephew Ends. 


Vice Chancellor Stevenson at Jersey City 
yesterday heard concluding argument 
in the suit brought by Mrs. Clara Strana- 
han of Brooklyn to recover from Addison 
Ely, her nephew, $65,000 she had loaned 
hia on a note and to secure from him an 
accounting for $417,000 of trust funds. The 
argument was made by Paul E. Jones, 
counsel for Mrs, Stranahan. 

After Mr. Jones had finished the Vice 
Chancellor said that in view of thefact 
that Mrs. Stranahan’s) money and ~that 


which Mr. Ely had borrowed had all been 
invested in.a New Jersey gas plant he 
theught it would be better, in the absence 
of proof of fraud, to continue the manage- 
ment in the hands of Mr. Ely rather than 
to appoint a receiver. 

He then announced that he would give a 
decision on Monday. 


CHINESE BRIDE’S RETURN. 


Reunion in Lee Hoy’s Family Celebrated 
in Mott Street. 


There was a celebration at 16 Mott Street 
last night in honor of the return jof the 
Celestial bride, Mrs. Lee Hoy, to hér hus- 
banA. Firecrackers were set off, and many 
nice things were prepared for the feast. 

Mrs. Hueng has been the ward of the 
Children’s Society for some time, while her 
husband was under heavy bail on the 
charge of abduction, it being alleged that 
the girl was but thirteen; though she 
ciaimed to be nineteen years old. 

Agents of the society alleged she had 
been sold as a slave to the Chinaman who 


married her. Witnesses who were expected 
to testify failed to appear, and yesterday 
Lawyer Townsend, in behalf of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
moved for the discharge of the defendant. 


(GHETTO HAS PLAN TO 
DEFEAT THE LANDLORDS 


Association Will Be Formed to 
Lease Tenements. 


TO CONTEST PENDING CASES 


New Organization Will Begin as a Mu- 
tual Benefit Society—Counsel 
Engaged. 


The indignation of the Ghetto against the 
east side landlords, which has gathered 
force and spread, like an angry wave, 
through that densely peopled district be- 
cause the tenants cannot longer pay their 
higher rents, began to crystallize yesterday 
in measures for relief. 

Sam Katz, machinest of 7East Third 
Street, laid down a plan for a society which 
should at first aid members in distress and 
finally build tenements. The immediate 
relief measures were discussed by Abra- 
ham Cahan, the editor of Forward, the 
organ of the Jewish workingmen. 

Many of the dispossess warrants applied 
for are returnable to-day at the Fifth Dis- 
trict Court, and many evictions are ex- 
pected. Inspector Schmittberger has given 
orders that the police in the districts af- 
fected be in readiness to quell any disorder 
that may arise. ‘ . 

The New York Rent Protective Associa- 
tion, an organization which oppressed ten- 
ants formed on Wednesday afternoon at 
McKinley Hall, on Second Avenue, met 
yesterday at Teutonia Hall, in Essex 
Street, and Sam Katz, who is one of the 
Executive Committee of the new associa- 
tion, outlined a plan to defeat the alleged 
extortion of the landlords. 

He explained that the trouble was due 
not so much to the owners of the tene- 
ments as it was to the speculators who 
lease the houses from the real landlords— 
the “cockroaches,” as they call those 
speculators in the Ghetto. These “ cock- 
roaches,’’ he said, leaséd the house) screwed 
up the rents, bought the property, and with 
his. big rent roll as a bait, made a sale 
with a big profit. 

The plan which Katz suggested was that 
the association become the basis of a new 
organization which should exact dues from 
its members in the manner of a mutual 
benefit association, and that thus imme- 
diate relief might be afforded those who 
were dispossessed. but not to help pay 
higher rents. Then, he said, the organiza- 
tion could Jease the tenements on its own 


accord, thus doing away with the “ cock- 
roach”’ evil. Finally, he thought, the as- 
sociation, if rightly supported and directed, 
might itself build tenements, and do away 
ra te with the obnoxious landlord. 

While these larger ideas are maturing 
Mr. Katz advised that the dwellers in each 
tenement where the rents are being raised 
form themselves into an organization, with 
one man at the head. To this man the 
other tenants should pay their rents, and 
he should pay the lump sum to the land- 
lord. That, said Mr. Katz, would tend to 
prevent the landlord from raising the rent 
~ any particular tenant, as is Frequently 

one, 

There plans are now being carefully con- 
sidered, and those responsible for the ideas 
have great confidence in their feasibility, 
A meeting of the association will be held 
Sunday night at McKinley Hall. The com- 
mittee yesterday engaged as counsel David 
Steckler of 320 Broadway. He will appear 
in the Fifth District Court: this morning 
to defend thirteen tenants of the tenement 
at 612 East Eleventh Street. All these ten- 
- have been served with dispossess no- 

ces, 

The immedigte measures to check the 
threatened wholésale evictions were out- 
lined yesterday by Abraham Cahan. Mr. 
aan, however, did not attend the meet- 
ng. 
“Our plan,” he said, “‘ is to contest every 
case which comes up in court, and to ob- 
tain all possible delays on technicalities or 
for other reasons. ith Justices Roesch 


and Hoffman in sympathy with the tenants, ' 


they will doubtless get the benefit of all 
legal technicalities, ursuing this policy, it 
will be a very short time before the courts 
are clogged with these rent cases. The 
landlord will see his case put off and. post- 
poned, and seeing the prospect of losing a 
month’s rent, he will be glad to compromise. 
The ‘ cockroach’ who makes a quick profit 
by jumping up the rents will have to stand 
a loss on account of the delays, and his 
business will be gone. 

‘**Numerous counsel will be employed to 
contest these cases, and there will be no 
difficulty about the expense, for various 
Jewish societies already have offered to 
contribute to a fund for the purpose. 

“Public sentiment, too, is with the ten- 
ants, and we shall endeavor to arouse more 
feeling in our favor. There will be the big 
parade and the demonstration in Sewar 
Park, and on Monday or Tuesday there will 
be a big mass meeting in Cooper Union. 
In all the meetings, and in the parade, 
every precaution shall be taken against 
any inflammatory banners -or anything 
likely to lead the eee to any violent 
demonstration against the landlords. 

“The landlords give reasons for the re- 
markable raising of rents that we have 
seen in the past few months. These are: 
The increased cost of the buildings on ac- 
count of the new tenement law; the in- 
crease jin the tax rate; the excess of the 
demand for lodgings over the supply, on 
account of the condemnation of property 
for bridges and other purposes. 

* Now, two of these reasons are nd good 
at all. Most of those who hold up the 
tenement law as an excuse, are owners of 
old buildings which do not come ‘under 
the provisions of the new law. In the sec- 
ond place, according to Controller Grout, 
the taxes have not gone up. The assess- 
ments may have, but the rate is lower, 
and on the whole the landlords have less to 
pay out in cash taxes. I know some cases 
where the owners have to pay 30 per cent. 
less taxes under the new levy. 

“The third reason perhaps is valid but 
it is not sufficient reason for making the 
rents extortionate. So unbearable have 
they become that_3,000 people have moved 
to Brownsville within the past two months. 
Some, though, are resisting the unjust de- 
mands, and already 100 families I know 
of have made their landlords compromise. 

“We hope to win out by moderation. 
We will not fight a 5 per cent. increase 
when it seems to be just, but we cannot 
tolerate an unwarranted increase of 20 per 
cent. or 30 per cent.” 

One of the most ploturceaue figures in 
the fight against the landlords is Miss 
Bertha ibson, who lives at 246 Second 
Street. he is the Treasurer of the Rent 
Protective Association, and until yesterday 
was the only woman actively engaged in the 
movement. At the meeting in Teutonia 
Hall yesterday afternoon she enlisted the 
services of two other young woman, and 
a@fter the speeches they took up a: collec- 
tion in the hall. She got only $3.49, but 
Miss Leibson said that she wasn’t discour- 
aged, because they were going to have 
a great many more meetings. 

Miss Leibson isn’t twenty vet, but ghe is 
bright and thoroughly wide awake. Her 
efficiency as a treasurer is not impaired 
by the fact that she is good looking as 
well as capable. It was hardly two weeks 
ago that this young woman, who looks 
puzzled when west siders call her the east 
side Joan of Arc, joined in the crusade for 
justice. 

She dropped into a meeting which was 
being held near her home, in Second Street, 
and when she heard what it was about she 
asked her father if she might not join the 
Rent Protective Association. Her father 
didn’t object, and Miss Leibson has been 
the association’s busiest member ever since. 
What she wants to do now, she says, is to 
get more women into the association. She 
would like to make speeches like the men, 
she said too, only she thinks she would 
get embarrassed if she got up on a plat- 
form to speak. 

There was a. considerable crowd at the 
Teutonia Hall meeting, but no excitement, 
except when a photographer took a flash- 
light picture. etective Lohmeyer was on 
hand, and two or three of his associates, 
who understand Yiddish, were on hand to 
note if any of the speakers tried to in- 
duce the audience to use -violence.. The 
meeting, however, was most orderly. 

There was a big_meeting last night at 
the Great Central Palace, 94 and 96 Clin- 
ton Street. under the auspices of the So- 
cial Democrats, who have seized the ‘rent 
troubles as a handle to their political aims. 
Joseph Barondess was the principal speak- 
er, but high rents he referred to only in 
connection with a general denunciation of 
trusts and J. P. Morgan. . 

Sam ips. who was in the audience, said 
after th¥ meeting that in the fight inst 
hiigh rents there was nothing 2 and 
that he was not sure that the dem- 
onstrations benefited the cause in which he 
and his friends are interested. A large 
crowd attended the meeting under the im- 
pression that it was in the interest of the 
oppressed tenants. The collection which 
was taken up at the close, however, they 
discov was not for them at all.

ATTORNEY GENERAL AT 
SCENE OF PAGE MURDER 


Mr. Parker Makes a Personal Ef- 
* fort to Obtain a Clue. 


QUESTIONS GIRL’S FAMILY 


His Action Said to be Unprecedented in 
History of Massachusetts—More 
State Rolice Engaged. 


WESTON, Mass., April 7.—So extraordi- 
nary is the case of the murder of Miss 
Mabel Page judged to be that to-day State’s 
Attorney General Herbert Parker visited 
the scene of the crime to make a close 
scrutiny of the premises and to examine 
personally the members of the Page house- 
hold. Such action by an Attorney General 
is unprecedented in the history of the Com- 
monwealth, Mr. Parker was accompan- 
ied in this investigation by George A. San- 
derson, District Attorney of Middlesex 
County, and Joseph Shaw, the chief of the 
Massachusetts district police. 

The day was otherwise made notable by 
the active participation of five members 
of the State police in the investigation, in- 
stead of two as formerly, the assignment 
of additional detectives being made upon 
the recommendation of Gov. Bates. When 
the day’s efforts were ended Gen. Whit- 
ney, one of the State police, said: 

“There have been no developments of a 
helpful nature. We are no nearer a solu- 
tion of the mystery than we were yester- 
day.” 

Arrived at the Page house, Attorney Gen- 

eral Parker and his companions made a 
careful examination of the dwelling, the 
barn in the rear, and the land adjacent. 
Every room in the house was examined, 
particularly the chamber in which Miss 
Page’s body was found. The door in the 
rear of the home on the ground floor was 
examined with reference to the possibility 
that the assailant escaped in that direc- 
tion, instead of by the front door, which 
when he re- 
tiirned home last Thursday. 
“Mr. Parker then closely questioned Ed- 
ward Page, the father; Harold, his son, 
and Amy Roberts, a servant, regarding 
their movements on the day of the tragedy. 
The elder Page was examined particularly 
as to the discovery of the body and his sub- 
sequent conversations with persons in the 
house and in the roadway. 

Mr. Parker and his party returned to 
Boston about 4 o’clock. Before boarding 
the train Mr. Parker said: 

“TI have visited the scene of the crime in 
connection with my duties as Attorney 
General. I do not car@ to discuss my opin- 
ions.”’ ° E 

Following the departure of the State of- 
ficers, the deputies with rakes scraped 
over the ground in the rear of the dwell- 


ing and on either side of the brook which 
flows through the fields just back of the 
Page barn, he brook itself was also care- 
fully raked.

MANY BRICKLAYERS 
GO BACK 10 WORK 


Somewhat Chaotic Condition, 
However, Delays Resumption. 


CREDIT FOR ENDING THE STRIKE 


Generally Given to the Labor Delegates 
on the Trade Arbitration 
Board. 


Work was generally resumed throughout 
the elty yesterday in accordance with the 
settlement of the strike of the bricklayers 
and laborers through their aeceptance of 
the proposition’ made by the general arbi- 
tration board of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association. As many matters had 
to be straightened out at the buildings, 
such as the reswinging of scaffolding and 
the arrival of supplies,.all the men who 
were on strike could not get work at once, 
but as soon as things are in shape they will 
all get their positions back. 

Otto M. Eidlitz, President of the Mason 
Builders’ Association, said yesterday that 
work was going on at all their contracts, 
but it probably would be Monday before 
work can be generally resumed. , 

None ef the men who have been thrown 
into involuntary idleness by the strike were 
more pleased at the end of the strike than 
the structural iron workers. Only a few 
of them, comparatively, could be put to 
work yesterday, as the stoppage of work 
by the bricklayers threw. them idle after 
they had reached the third floor above the 
fire-proofing, because, pouerates to the 
building law, they can go no higher than 
three stories| above the brick work, It 
may therefore be a week or more before all 


the iron workers can be re-employed.

resumed was the annex of the Metropolitan 
Life Building, Twenty-third Street and 
Fourth Avenue; the Mercantile Building, at 
the southwest corner of Twenty-third 
Street and Fourth Avenue; the new Flat- 
iron Building, and the Barclay Building, 
Broadway and Duane Street. 

The question of the wages paid the labor- 
ers may be a matter for adjustment, as at 
the. date of the signing of the arbitration 
agreement the George A. Fuller Company 
was paying the laborers 37% eents an hour, 
the latest general demand of the laborers 
being 35 cents.

Bricklayers’ Urion 
No. 7 has. decided to stand by last year’s 
agreement on the point by which the Ma- 
gon Builders cannot sublet the fire-proofing 
contract. Though the International Union 
has passed a, general resolution aliowing 
others to contract for this work, it is be- 
lieved that as far as New York is ¢on- 
cerned it will not be insisted on.

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STATE EDUCATION PLAN 
PROVIDES BIG SHAKE-UP 


Regents Approve Dr. Draper’s 
Scheme of Organization. 


THREE DEPUTY COMMISSIONERS 


Larger Opportunity for Initiative by 
People of Localities as Well as by 


Teachers Contemplated. 
a | 

ALBANY, April 7.—The plans of’Dr. An- 
drew S. Draper, the new-Commissioner, of 
Education, for the unification and organi- 
zation of the State Educational Depart- 
ments, were submitted by him to-day to 
the Regents of the university in their first 
meeting as recreated under the unification 
law, and were unanimously approved. 

The plan proposes the classification of 
the edu~ational system into three divisions, 
higher, -secondary, and elementary, each 
to be under the direction respectively of 
First, Second, and Third Assistant Com- 
missioners, each of whom within his scope 
and under. the direction of the Commis- 
sioner is to exercise the functions of Com- 
missioner; their rank to be equal and their 
salaries $5,000 each. 

The First Assistant Commissioner will 
have oversight of all universities, colleges, 
professional and technical schools, of the 
execution of the laws concerning the pro- 
fessions, and also of the State Library and 
its allied interests, of the State Museum, 
and ot all scientific work carried on direct- 
ly hy the State. 

The Second Assistant Commissioner, will 
have oversight of all high schools and 
academies and of the training of tedchers 
therefor. 

The Third Assistant Commissioner will 
have oversight of all elementary schools 
and of the training of teachers therefor. 

The Commissioner himself is to be pro- 
vided with a secretary, a stenographer, 
and a messenger, to be appointed by him; 
each of the Assistant Commissioners with 
& stenographer, clerk, and messenger. 

Sub-departments, to be called divisions, 
are to be created as follows: Law, exam- 
inations, inspections, accounts, printing and 
publications, statistics and apportionments, 
normal schools, training classes and insti- 
tutes, libraries, and scientific work and 
museums, with a director of each, to be 
nominated by the Commissioner with the 
approval of the Regents. 

All work in the office of the Regents of 
the university and in the former Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction falling within 
any one of these divisions is to be assigned 
thereto; in any case of doubt the Com- 
missioner to settle it. 

Commissioner Draper recommended, and 
the board decided, that ‘‘ appointments un- 
der this plan, excepting the Assistant Com- 
missioners and the secretary of the Com- 
missioner, be made from the officials and 
<mj-.oyes heretofore in the office of the 
Regents of the university and in the De- 
partment of Public Instruction so far as 
may seem practicable to the Commissioner, 
and also that the terms of the deputies of 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
shall end when the Assistant Commission- 
ers are appointed, and that the employment 
of all persons now in the Regents’ office 
and in the Départment of Public Instruc- 
tion who are not reappointed under this 
plan of reorganization by the first day of 
June, 1904, shall terminate on that day.” 

In the course of an address Dr, Draper 
called attention to the vast opportunity 
to unify and increase the efficiency of the 
educational system of the State. 

After speaking of the great possibility of 
sympathetic co-operation between himself 
and the Regents in broadly defining their 
Tespective functions, Dr. Draper raised the 
question whether the school system had 
not become overcomplex, been overinspect- 
ed, and whether there could not be afford- 
ed a larger opportunity for the exercise of 
individual initiative, not only by teachers, 
but by the people of localities. 

“Changes among the employes of the 
department,” he said, “are inevitable, 
some at once, or as soon as may be without 
seeming injustice, and others as rapidly as 
new plans go into effect. There are many 
capable and deserving ones in the service 
whose services should not be lost, but there 
are some whose duties duplicate with 
others, some who are little more than 


drawing pay, some whose work and pay 
may be readjusted to the public advan- 


e. 

“No one is to be dropped merely to make 
place for another; openness and directness 
must prevail; character, scholarship, and 
fitness for particular duties are to be the 
sole criterions, and any reliance upon out- 
side influence, whether political, sectarian, 
fraternal, or social, is to be distinctly re- 
Sented and held to prejudice the cause of 
One who invokes it. 

“I shall not propose, and shall not stand 
for, changes in educational laws or policies 
making innovations in the routine of the 
schools without the fullest knowledge of 
the school men of the State, nor will any 
radical changes be seriously urged upon 
your board or the Legislature before they 
are sustained by a very marked consensus 
of educational opinion.” 


GOV. ODELL IN A DILEMMA. 


Determined to Put Out Morgan, but 
Can’t Decide on His Successor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 7.—State Superintendent 
of Elections George W. Morgan was here 
to-day and had a long conference with the 
Governor.’ Mr. Morgan’s successor has not 
yet been picked out by the Governor, but 
it is certain that Mr. Morgan will have 
to go. 

The Governor is in a dilemma over the 
selection of a successor to Mr. Morgan. 
Neither he nor the Republican leaders of 
New York City have found the man who 
they think would fill the bill, and yet the 
Governor is most anxious to-send in the 
name of Mr. Morgan’s successor before ad- 
journment. He could appoint a man to the 
place after the Legislature had adjourned, 
but if he did so the man appointed would 
serve fonly until next January. Then if 


the Governor should be a Democrat or if 
the Senate should be Democratic compli- 
cations would arise. 

When the Governor goes to New York 
to-morrow one of the principal things he 
will have in mind will be to find a man 
who will give satisfaction in Superintend- 
ent Morgan’s place. 


LAW’S DELAYS BILLS PASS. 


Assembly Acts Favorably on Three 
Measures Recommended by 
Commission. 


ALBANY, April 7.—After protest by the 
Democrats and also by Mr. Newcomb the 
Perham bill, recommended by the Law’s 
Delays Commission, and providing for rota- 
tion .of. Municipal Courts Magistrates in 
New York City, was passed by the As- 
sembly to-day, 83 affirmative votes being 
recorded. 

Favorable action was also taken on the 
two other Law’s Delays Commission’s bills, 


appointing six more Judges in the Munic- 
ipal Courts, and allowing them to appoint 
clerks at $1,500 per annum and attendants, 
and increasing the salaries of the Municipal 
Court Judges from 36,000 to $7,500 per an- 
num, and requiring them to hold court four 
days a week, except during July and Au- 


gust.

2. What damage would it inflict on the 
manufacturing interests? 

3. Would contractors who now supply the 
Government continue to contract with the 
Government? 

4. What effect would 
shipbuilding interests? 

5. What effect would it have on any ex- 
port trade? 

_6. Are laboring people willing to have 


taken from them the right to labor more 
than eight hours? 

7. What effect will it have on the agri- 
cultural interests? 

The resolution was offered by Mr. Vree- 
land, (Rep., N..¥.,) and was adopted by a

NEW YORK NEAR 4,000,000 MARK 


Census Bulletin Places Population at 
3,716,139—-Chicago Next with 
1,873,880, 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Census Bu- 
reau to-day issued a bulletin which gives 
the estimated population of the United 
States for 1908, exclusive of Alaska and the 
insular possessions of the United States, as 
79,900,389. This is an increase of 3,905,814 
since the census of 1900. 

According to these estimates, New York 
is now a city of 3,716,139 inhabitants; Chi- 
cago of 1,873,880 inhabitants; Philadelphia 
has 1,367,716; St. Louis has just passed, and 
Boston has almost’ reached, the 600,000 
mark; Baltimore has 531,313; Cleveland is 
ahead of Cincinnati, which cities have 414,- 
950 and 832,934 respectively. Buffalo is 
credited with 381,403; San Francisco with 
855,919, and Piti rg with 345,043. Detroit, 
Milwaukee, and New Orleans have just 
passed 300,000, and Washington is close to 
that figure. 

In the number of towns and cities having 
ever 10,000 inhabitants, Massachusetts is in 
the lead, with 47, containing a total of 
2,197,706 inhabitants, but this total of urban 


population of course is not as large as that 
of New York, Pennsylvania, and Illinois. 
Considered by States, New York leads in 

opulation, with more than seven and a 
fait millions,

State with more than 25,000 population: 
Albany, 93,920; Auburn, 31,692; Binghamton, 
41,039; Buffalo, 381,403; Elmira, 37,106; 
Kingston, 25,516; New York, 3,716,139; New-

RAPID TRANSIT BILLS 
PASSED BY SENATE 


But Assembly Rules Committee 
Holds Up Elsberg Bill. 


SOME TALK OF TREACHERY 


Advocates of That Measure Say They 
Were Led to Believe it Would 
Come Out with the Others. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 7.—The three Rapid Tran- 
sit bills to-day passed the Senate under an 
emergency message from the Governor. 
The two bills which were introduced by 
Senator White at the request of the Rapid 
Transit Commission were put through with 
very little opposition, and the Hlsberg bill 


had no opposition at all, 

But when the bills reached the Assembly 
Committee on Rules, the Elsberg bill struck 
a snag. The Rules Committee to-night re- 
ported out the commission's bills, but held 
up the Elsberg bill. The advocates of the 
Elsberg bill are unable as yet to explain 
this unexpected action of the committee 
which now controls legislation in the As- 
sembly. It is said that they had an un- 
derstanding with the powers that be that 
all three of the bills would come out, and 
there is some talk of treachery. 

The reason why the advocates of the Els- 
berg bill are mystified by the attitude of 
the Rules Committee with regard) to that 
measure is that they had been led to be- 
lieve that the passage of all three bills and 
their reference to Mayor McClellan for his 
approval or disapproval was to be a clever 
political stroke on the part of the con- 
trolling powers in the Republican organiza- 
tion. 

The Rapid Transit Commission bills are 
generally understood to be favorable to the 
plans of the Belmont syndicate for the ex- 
tension of its system, while the Elsberg 
bill, which its advocates contend has for its 
sole purpose the safeguarding of the city’s 
interests in the building of new subways, 
it is asserted would operate to the advan- 
tage of the Metropolitan Railway Com- 
pany, the Belmont syndicate’s rival. 

By sending both the Commissions’ bills 
and the Elsberg bill to Mayor McClellan 
for his action, the Republican leaders, so 
it was understood, belieyed they would 
put the Mayor in a most embarrasing 
position. 

If the Elsberg bill should fail to come 
out of the Rules Committee the responsi- 
bility will rest with Speaker Nixon, 

The-three bills are explained in a state- 
ment given by ex-Senator John Ford, who 
says: 

“Two of them, introduced by Senator 
White, emanate from the Rapid Transit 
Commission, one making unimportant 
changes in the present law, the other re- 
moving the present $55,000,000 limit on ex- 
penditures. The passage of this latter bill 
would permit the Commission to go ahead 
and construct additional tunnel roads under 
the Rapid Transit Act substantially as it 
stands, and would compel the disposition 
of terms similar to those on which the 
existing underground railroad has been 
disposed of. 

“The bill introduced by the Cities 
Committee, which combines the two bills 
of the committee without the slightest 
change, safeguards future railroad build- 
ing by providing for an independent rail- 
road system controlled as well as owned by 
the city; repeal of the tax exemption pro- 
vision as to future roads; approval of all 
contracts by a locally elect representa- 
tive body, the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment; separation of the contract for 
operation from that for construction, but 
permitting both contracts to be let at the 
same time to the same person; reserve 
power in the commission to operate in 
case no proper contract for operation can 
be secured; power in the city to equip if 
necessary; limitation of contract for op- 
eration to twenty years, with one re- 
newal, a total of forty years, in case the 
contractor equips the road; to ten years, 
with one renewal, a total of twenty years, 
in case the city equips. : 

“* Reduced fares as the revenues from the 
road and the galleries warrant, without re- 
course to taxation; letting of the construc- 
tion work by sections; limiting the period 
for which the commission may grant fran- 
chises in the city without competition, re- 
quiring the approval of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment to every such 
grant, and confining the power to nt 

erpetual franchises to the case of nk 

ine steam roads, like the Pennsylvania; 
which desire to enter New York, but only 
with like approval.” 


RAILROAD BILL PASSED. 


But It Does Not Contain Mandamus Pro- 
vision Asked For. 


Speciai to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 7.—Railroad attorneys 
and lobbyists became thoroughly alive to- 
day to the fact that it was they and not 
the Merchants’ Association who had 
“bought gold bricks”’ in the amended 
mandamus feature of the bill for two ad- 
ditional Railroad Commissioners, intro- 
duced by Senator Wilcox at the instigation 
of the Merchants’ Association. 

Senator Elon R. Brown, who drew the 
amendment, explained that under the 
amended Merchants’ Association bill an 
order made by the Railroad Commission 
has the effect of a mandamus certified by 
the Supreme Court, and if not complied 
with within thirty days by the company 
against which it is directed, becomes opera- 
tive. 

As scon as the railroad lobbyists realized 
that the Merchants’ Association bill had 
not been impaired by the amendments 
Gcrawn to render it Constitutional, they be- 
gan to get busy. The result was that late 
this afternoon the Senate took up and 
passed the bill introduced by Mr. Wilcox 
some time ago providing for two additional 
members of the commission, but without 
any provision for the enforcement of the 
commission's order. : 

Senator Wilcox said, after the passage of 
the bill, that it was the intention of the 
Senate to pass the Merchants! Asseciation 
bill also and that poth bills, in all probabil- 
ity: would go to the Governor. 

. D. Dumont, the representative of the 
Merchants’ Association here, when asked 
what hg action of the association would 


, Said: 

“The Merchants’ Association stands just 
where it stood and it has the word of Gov. 
Odell that it will get the legislation it 
wants. If he does not, the Merchants’ As- 
sociation will make a campaign this Fell 
against the Republican Party and fight it 
to the last ditch.” 

Gov. Odell to-night denied that he had 
ever given any representative of the Mer- 
chants’ Association any such assurance. 


BOARD READY TO ASK BIDS. 


Rapid Transit Commission Will Act as 
Soon as Odell Signs Bills. 


Plans for the construction of the next 
rapid transit subway are to be taken up 
at onoce. This was made known last night 
by members of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion, who were greatly surprised to find 
that Gov. Odell had come to their aid. 

With the power to go ahead actively with 
subway construction now in sight, the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners are prepar- 
ing to take up the rival plans of the Bel- 
mont syndicate and of the Metropolitan in- 
terests and to prepare for advertising the 
next contract. Those members of the com- 
mission who could be reached last night 
seemed inclined to favor the Metropolitan

NEW AUTOMOBILE BILL. 


Speed of Vehicles Restricted and Fine 
or Imprisonment for Violators. 


ALBANY, April 7.—The Hill Automobile 
bill passed the Assembly to-day without 
discussion. It regulates in detail the regis- 
tration and identification ef motor vehicles 
and the use of the publie highways by such 
vehicles. Display of registration numbers 
on aluminum seals affixed ta the vehicle 
and chauffeurs’ Ncenses and registration 
are prescribed in detail. 

Speed is limited to one mile in six minutes 
in closely built up territory, one mile in 
four minutes in other portions of citjes and 
villages, and one mile in three minutes 
outside. Upon signal from persons driving 
or leading horses the person operating an 
automobile myst stop, and in case ef acci- 
dent give his name and address. Local aue 
thorjties may change the speed limit, but 
not to make it at any faster rate than .pre- 
scribed by the bill.

ATHLETIC TEST FOR BOYS. 


Many Competitors Expected to Win in 
School League Games, 

One of the important matters brought to 
the attention of the Executive Committee 
of the Public Schools Athletic League at its 
meeting in the office of the President, Gen. 
George W. Wingate, 20 Nassau Street, yes- 
terday, was the estimate of the number of 
competitors who would probably win the 
buttons for passing the athletic test. Of 
the $2,000 needed to pay for the buttons, 
S. R. Guggenheim agreed to give $1,000 pro- 
vided two other persons would donate a like 
amount. The tests are: 

For boys under thirteen years old—Sixty yards,

According to the report of Chairman 
Haumes three district leagues have been 
organized and seventeen more have been 
started. Only the first, second, and third 
boys in each event in the district leagues 
will be eligible to compete in the general 
city games. Even with this extreme limi-

CUBAN TRADE NEGLECTED. 


Havana Merchant Says Americans Are 
Letting It Slip Away. 


J. H. Van Hasselt of Havana, Cuba, who 
is in the import and export trade there, 
arrived in New York yesterday with let- 
ters of introduction to the officers of the 
National Manufacturers’ Association and 
to prominent business men. 

Mr. Van Hasselt says that the American 
manufacturers have scarcely begun to de- 
velop the Cuban market for cotton goods, 
shoes, paper, medicines, chemicals, 
watches, jewelry, and other lines. 

“Money is being wasted daily,’’ said Mr. 
Van Hasselt, “in efforts to sell ta Cubans 
articles that they do not want, 
mans, English, and Spaniards make light 
fabrics, preity and cool shoes, and various 
other articles adapted for’ use in our cli- 
mate. The European makers sell to us in 
the widths that our merchants desire and 
pack the goods to suit ‘the Cubans. ; 

“We can buy from 'the Europeans 500 
pieces of one. pattern of cotton cloth or 
buy a case with numerous patterns, as we 
prefer. he Americans will sell us only 
the goods that are made fer the United 
States and packed according to the usages 
in your country. The American shoes are 
strong and wear well, but the Cuban girl 


preters the light and pretty Spanish ar- 
cie.”’ 


COTTON MILLS ON SHORT TIME. 


Curtailment Plan at Fall River Adopted 
_in Other Towns. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., April 7.—Thirty- 
two cotton mills, owned by fifteen 
corporations, will be shut down’ to-night 
for the remainder of the week. These 
mills will be operated four. days each week 
for some time. Added to the number of 
mills curtailing are three belonging to the 
Bourne Company, which have ‘been closed 
nearly a month, Four other factories, those 
of ths Parker and Hargraves Companies, 
will close to-morrow night and go on a 
basis of five days a week.

Indorses Plan to License Loading 
Platform on Sidewalks. 


URGES NEW POLICE BUREAU 


Suggestion Made That Future Buildings 
Provide for Inside Accommoda- 
= tion of Trucks. 


With only a single dissenting vote the 

Chamber of Commerce at its regular 
monthly meeting yesterday adopted reso- 
lutions requesting Commissioner McAdoo 
to establish in the Police Department a 
Bureau of Street Traffic for the particular 
purpose of regulating the matter of side- 
walk obstruction by merchants through 
an ordinance proposed by the Chamber. 
_ The question is one that has been before 
the Chamber for some time, a committee 
consisting of Alfred P. Boller, Robert C. 
Ogden, John Claflin, Francis V. Greene, and 
Charles T. Wills having been appointed at 
the November meeting to make a spécial 
report upon it. The plan which the com- 
mittee proposed, provided for the installa- 
tion of loading platforms not less than 
three feet wide, with steps for pedestrians, 
to be licensed by tue Police Commissioner 
at the rate of $1 per front foot annually, 
and for certain corresponding restrictions 
in the movement of teams. 

Lawrence J. CaHanan, a Vesey Street 
grocer, said in opposition to the committee 
report that the existing regulations, if en- 
forced, would accomplish everything de- 
sired. ‘‘ Capt. Piper tried to enforce them,” 
said Mr. Callanan, ‘and did enforce some 
of them for a few days, but at the end 
of that time some powerful, occult influ- 
ence got to work, and there was an end of 
enforcement.” 

On behalf of the committee’s report J. 
Waldo Smith said that he had been in the 
wholesale grocery business for thirty-nine 
years up to two years ago and now spoke 
without prejudice of any kind. ‘‘ And I am 
a man,”’ he continued, “who has always 
tried to obey the laws of the Nation, the 
State, and the municipality, but I must 


confess that in the thirty-nine years in 
which I was in the grocery business I Ss 


a lawbreaker every day on two hundred 
I 


feet of sidewalk, and-.I couldn't help it. 
s | confess that I cannot’see any way of solv- 
‘ 


ing the problem until such time as the 
buildings devoted to business purposes are 
so constructed that they will allow loading 
and unloading of teams inside.” 

Charles A. Schieren also spoke for the 
resolution and for the plan of putting up 
buildings which would allow the loading 
and unloading of teams within their walls, 
as did Charles Stewart Smith. 

Mr.*Callanan turned to J. Waldo Smith 
and asked why he had not sometime during 
the thirty-nine years of his grocery trade 
experience, had his building fixed so that 
teams could load and unload inside. Mr. 
Smith allowed that he never had the money. 

‘“‘That’s the matter With all of you,” 
joined Mr. Callanah, “‘you want to get 
something for nothing, you want to. use 
the valuable property of the city free so as 
to save yourselves a little extra outlay. 

“Now 1,” the speaker went on, facing 
his audience, “‘ have been in the grocery 
business on Vesey Street for some time 
myself and I never have found it necessary 
the sidewalk—that is perma- 
course, it is necessary for 
everybody to block it some of the time. 
You can’t do business without doing that.”’ 

In the.laugh that followed Mr. Callanan’s 
admission the vote was taken on the reso- 
lution, and his was the only negative. 

Cornelius N. Bliss, John Claflin, and 
James T. Woodward were appointed a nom- 
inating committee for the annual meeting 
on May 5.

COTTON.—Yesterday’s news appeared to havey 
rather a bullish averdge.

Advices from the South 
as to the new crop were indeed generally favor- 
able, but there is now some, talk of too much 
rain in Texas, which, without injuring planted 
cotton, is still apt to promote the growth of 
grass and weeds: without perniitting necessary 
farm work.. But im spite of all these bullish 
views there was eviderftly nothing in the way 
of bull speculation to discount the improvement 
in spinners’ demands looked for, or to take ad- 
vantage of the bullisk effect on sentiment. of the 
small receipts. Instead, the market still showed 
the tendency of longs’to take profits on bulges, 
and, although at first there appeared to be a 
little demand through commission houses, the- 
later business was almost entirely professional, 
with the total transactions amounting to only 
about 400,000 bales, according to estimates. The 
market at first showed decided firmness, It 
opened 10 to 20 points higher on active covering’ 
and New Orleans buying. The market rallied 
a few points at the close, and was finally quiet 
but steady at an advance of 1 point to a de- 
cline Of points. .

THE PAPER COMBINATION. 

One of the most conspicuous and least 
timid of the combinations that have been 
built up on the favoritism of the tariff 
makers is that engaged in the manufac- 
ture of paper. Some of the facts in.its 
carter and administration were pre- 
fented to the Judiciary Committee of the 
House on Tuesday in support of a reso- 
iution introduced by Representative 
LILLEy of Connecticut directing the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor to in- 
quire into the high prices and Scarcity 
of news print paper. Certainly an am- 
ple case for inquiry was made out by the 
representatives of the Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association. 

It was shown by the explicit testimony 
of these gentlemen that the scarcity, 
partly due to the dryness of the 
Season, was chiefly caused by a 
down of the mills under the control of 
the combination. The degree and kind 
of this control were also clearly shown. 
There is nothing novel in it. It is pre- 
cisely the same thing that has been 
known for years in associated interests 
operating under the shelter of a high 
protective tariff and screened effectively 
from outside competition. The familiar 
features of limited output, fixed prices, 
allotment of territory, purchase of sur- 
plus product from so-called indepehdent 
concerns, and sale abroad at low prices 
of such goods as the home market can- 
not be forced to take at high prices— 
all these features of the powerful and 
unstrupulous combination were testified 
to before the House Committee. But 
there is one element in the situation of 
the paper eombine and its customers— 
” victims might be the better word—which 
is peculiar. Its customers cannot, if they 
would, pass on the exactions of the com- 
bination to their own customers. The 
price of the papers cannot be advanced 
like the price of piece goods or ordinary 
manufactured articles, nor can the prices 
of advertising be easily or frequently 
changed to recompense the loss due to 
the advance in the price of* printing 
paper. 

So far as the course of the Paper Trust 
is open to reform by legislation, or by 
executive action directed by the Legis- 
lature, the natural policy of the newspa- 
pers is an appeal to Congress, and an 
appeal to public opinion which Congress 
is likely to respect. How the trust has 
aimed to anticipate this remedy was 
succinctly described by Mr. Serrz of The 
New York World to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House on Tuesday. He 
said:

Moreover, we have reached the point | 
where the trust is beginning to dominate 
opinion and to edit newspapers. Several 
years ago, when I tried to negotiate with 
the Paper Trust, the selling agent brought | 
to my office a written schedule of commis- 
sions under which they would permit them- 
selves to do business, and one of these was 
the ceclaration, *‘ It is understood that the 
publisher of The World must print nothing 
hostile to the interests of the International 
Paper Company.” We did not trade. 

The noisiest trust buster in New York, 
owned by a member of Congress, which 
daily prints a horrifying array of trusts, 
never puts the Paper Trust in the band, al- 
though it is toting a load of increased cost 
that must mean at least $250,000. It dqesn't 
dare to squeal. 


This is quite within the conscience of 
the men who treat legislative favors as 
a@ matter of business to be secured and 
defended like any other business advan- 
tage. Since Congressional action may 
be influenced by the criticism of its cus- 
tomers, it is natural that such criticism 
be forestalled by threats, if possible. |

this matter by paternal partiality, in- 
sists that the new system of assessnient 
has not resulted in a getieral increase of 
taxation, but the contrary, and that only 
thoge. are now paying more taxes who 
were not paying their share before.

ENDING THE BRICKLAYERS’ STRIKE. 

Now that the strike of the bricklayers 
has been “called off” and the men 
taking part in it have been ordered back 
to work, the question which naturally 
suggests itself’ is, What was accom- 
plished by it? At an estimated cost of a 
million dollars in lost wages, not to men- 
tion the losses to contractors, material 
dealers, owners, and others in interest, 
the strike, after lasting several weeks, 


‘ended on an agreement to do what was 


proposed at the outset—refer all ques- 
tions in dispute to arbitration. In other 
words, it looks as if the bricklayers had 
made a stubborn and costly fight to se- 
cure what they might have had fur the 
asking—and what, indeed, was offered to 
them when they began to show signs of 
discontent. So far as can be judged from 
the.information given out, the amployers 
have remained firm in their original po- 
sition. The prompt recalling and rescind- 
ing of the circular’ which made the 
trouble restored to the laborers the con- 
ditions existing before the bricklayers 
struck. They offered to submit to arbi- 
tration every question at issue and to 
abide by the decision reached. Why this 
straight and simple proposition could 
not have been accepted weeks ago as 
well as now is a question the thoughtful 
workingman who has lost time he could 
not very well spare after his long pe- 
riods of idleness in 1903 will be likely to 
turn ovér in his mind, and, if he has the 
courage, to ask aloud of his leaders. 
What questions of sufficient import- 
ance to warrant a strike in any circum- 
stances are now to be submitted to arbi- 
tration? The recognition of the laborers’ 
union is certainly not one of these. The 
board would have no right to give a mo- 
ment’s consideration to the question 
whether the carrying out of the agree- 
ment between the Mason Builders’ Asso- 
ciation and the Bricklayers’ Unions cf 
Manhattan and the Bronx should he 
made conditional upon the recognition as 
a sovereign power of a ufion not a party 
to the existing agreement and not in a 
position to demand recognition, if exist- 
ent, when that agreement was made. 
Wages are not in dispute. Hours and 
terms of work are settled by the letter 
of the agreement, and it does not seem 
that any difficulty of interpretation ex- 
ists which makes it necessary to call 
upon the board for a ruling. The rescind- 
ing of the resolution which began the 
trouble in March would seem.to take that 


| out of the domain of discussion. The net 


conclugjon of the whole matter is that 
the strike ends exactly where ‘t began, 
so far as results are concerned, and that 
the strikers have accomplished nothing 
which called for a sacrifice for its attain- 
ment.

CHICAGO’S STREET RAILWAYS. 

The voters of Chicago probably SUp- 
posed that they had before them on 
Tuesday the clear issue of municipal 
ownership and operation of street rail- 
ways. The vote of 120,000 to 50,00 in 
favor of the proposition that the city at 
once take the street railways into ‘its 
control may be accepted, therefore, as a 
fair measure of the strength of the mu- 
nicipal ownership movement in that city. 
Thé@ fact that the voters by this great 
majority gave their sanction to an im- 
possible thing does not seem to us to 
give warrant for the statement that the 
municipal ownership issue- was not 
squarely presented. 

The Mueller law giving the cities of 
Illinois the right to construet, own, 
lease, and operate railways was sub- 
mitted to a referéndum vote and sus- 
tained. The City of Chicago, it appears, 
ig not in a financial condition to buy 
the street railways of the companies that 
own them. The vote favoring the imme- 
diate purchase of the railways, there- 
fore, is a perfectly futile pronouncement. 
There Was a further proposition sub- 
mitted asking the voters to declare 
whether instead of granting franchises 
the city should proceed at once wnder 
its police powers and other existing laws 
“to license the street railway compa- 
nies until municipal ownership can be se- 
cured, and compel them to give satis- 
factory service.” This was approved by 
a vote of 120,000 to 48,000. It was the 
most significant incident in the day’s 
voting, for it points to the explanation 
of the rather remarkable majorities in 
favor of the municipal ownership idea. 
The street railways of Chicago are 
wretchedly managed. The people are ex- 
aspérated at the miserable service, and 
their anger found expression at the polls 
on Tuesday. The municipal ownership 
proposition was not only a good club to 
use on the defiant corporations, but it 
had the advantage of being a club with- 
in immediate reach. The voters used it. 
Nothing will come of the matter except 
that the city authorities will now be in 
a position to compel the companies to 
give better service, 

Nevertheless, the vote in Chicago will 
give great aid and comfort to municipal) 
ownership agitators. Their fad is proha: 
bly growing in public favor. The Bry- 
anite agitations of the last eight yearr 
have ‘prepared the soil for the seed ther 
sow. Where the body of voters is very 
ignorant they make great headway. It 
is, of course, perfectly plain that the 
vote cast in Chicago in favor of the irn-+ 
mediate taking over of the street rail- 
Ways Was an ignorant vote. Mayor Har- 
RISON says the voters did not khow what 
they were voting for. The vote of igno+e 
rance counts for as much as the vote of 
knowledge, however. We may expect to 
see a good many American cities embark 
upon the experience of municipal trad- 
ing. Possibly there will be a wave of de- 
lusion about this thing that will sweep 
over the country as the free silver coin- 
age folly did thirty years ago, and kept 
on threatening us with its inundetions 
until the year 1900. It may take a gen- 
eration to dispel by experience the pre- 
vailing delusions about municipal own- 
ership and operation. 


EXTERMINATING THE MOSQUITO. 

We have pleasure in commending to 
all who are identified with or interested 
in the beneficent work of mosquito €x- 
termination a thoughtful perusal of the 
little volume which embodies the pro- 
ceedings of the first general convention 
called to consider this important subject. 
Like most volumes of “ transactions,” it 
contains a great deal of matter which 
might with advantage have been omit- 
ted; but it-also contains a great jeal of 


‘interest and value, and from such pa- 


pers as “ What a Rural Community Can 
Do,” by WALTER C, KERR; “ Does Ex- 
termination Exterminate?” by WILLiamM 
J. MATHESON; “ Remarks on Extermi:na- 
tion Work at Morristown,” by JoHN 
CLAFLIN; “ What Railroads Can Do,” by 
W. H. BALDWIN af the Long Island Rail- 
road; ‘‘ The Long-Distance Theory,” by 
SPENCER MILLER, and several others, but 
especially those named, the reader will 
discover that mosquito extermination is 
really a very practical business in which 
success is possible by means yery much 
less costly in time and expense than 
the results are worth. 

The holding of this convention, the 
character of those who acted as its offi- 
cers and took part in its proceedings, and 
the practical nature of the suggestions 
offered for ridding otherwise desirable 
intolerable 
nuisance and danger, all show that an 


' intelligent interest has been excited in 


this important subject, and warrant the 
hope that this interest will spread until 
the mischief which has followed negli- 
gence of simple and obvious precautions 
is reduced to a minimum, if act wholly 
corrected. It is now established that a 
mosquito-infested locality may be. freed 
from this pest if intelligent measures 
are taken under the guidance cf thuse 
who have made themselves experts in 
this department of entomology. 

When it is considered what will »e the 
money value of success in an effort to 
redeem from mosquitos and ‘nalaria 
a neighborhood haying every advan- 
tage of natural beauty and accessi- 
bility, no argument should be need- 
ed to stimulate local enterprise to 
well-directed and sustained efforts 
in this direction. It would be true 
of many localities now shunned by the 
seeker after a suburban home an@ by 


the Bummer boardér, that every hundred’ 
dollars wisely spent in. mosquito exter-' 
mination would add ten and perhaps 
twenty thousand dollars to local property 
valuations, and with final and permanent, 
success thousands might expand into 
millions. People Who go to the c.wuw-try 
for rest and pure air do not want to 
fight insects, or to saturate their sys- 


_tems with the poison of the anoph sles, 


demanding a five months’ course of qui- 
nine on their return to town. The ar- 
gument which will secure rural co-opera- 
tion in plans of mosquito extermmuation 
is that the results will pay better than 
raising the most profitable :r8ps for 
which the Soil is adapted. 


EXEMPLARY PUNISHMENT. 

We do not recall any precedent fof the 
punishment of Senator BurTON, tbat is 
to say, ahy case in which a United Stutes 
Senator has been sent to prison for a 
breach of his Senatorial trust. We co 
recall cases in which the offenses charged 
against Sénators and proved against 
theth to the public satisfaction, though 
not in a criminal court, made their cases 
morally indistinguishable from the case 
of BurToON, and would probably have 
made them legally indistinguishable if 
they had ever been brought to legal trial. 

But it is high time that a precedent 
were set for the punishment of unfaith- 
ful legislaters, even Senators, we might 
say especially Senators. And less pun- 
ishment than has been meted out to Bur- 
TON would have been a mockery of jus- 
tice. As Judge Apams said, in the im- 
pressive remarks he made when pass- 
ing sentence, the disquajification fr»m 
holding office is itself a severe purish- 
ment and a lasting stigma. The fine also 
is much more than nominal. But, after 
all, the part of the sentence which will 
weigh most heavily upon the guilty man, 
and upon any other Senator who may be 
tempted to repeat his crime, is that 
which, on that very account, could not 
Ug dispensed with. It is that the im- 
prisonment in jail classes him, for the 
rest of his life, with convicts and crimi- 
nals, The mere fine he would doubtless 
have paid with comparative cheerful- 
ness. The disqualification he mist dis- 
like, but he could have borne with it. It 
is the confinement, with the disgrace at- 
taching to it, that makes BURTON'S sen- 
tence réally exemplary. And it is that 
part of his punishment which will be 
most apt to deter from incurring Bur- 
ron’s fate any Senator who may be af- 
flicted with BURTON’s propensities. 


THE LOWER WEST SIDE. 

A contributor to THz Sunpay TIMES 
gave last Sunday, under the title of “ The 
Evolution of Manhattan,” an account of 
the lower west side, showing how from 
the earliest settlement of the island it 
had lagged behind the lower east side 
in development. The only exception to 
this was the wonderful spurt of enter- 
prise and energy made by the corpora- 
tion of Trinity Church a hundred years 
ago, by means of Which they diverted 


What seemed to be manifest destiny, and 
for twenty years fixed the fashionable 


centre on the west side and upon land 
that before they developed its possibili- 
ties had been almost worthless, 

Below Fulton Street there seems to be 
no natural reason why land upon the 
west side of Broadway should not be as 
valuable as land upon the east. The fact 
that there is- only about half as much 
of it should seem even to enhance its 
comparative value. But as a matter of 
fact, it has never been in the competi- 
tion, not even before the two elevated 
railroads, by occupying its two chief 
longitudinal streets, made them of less 
value for commercial purposes. There is 
scarcely a single skyscraper west of 
Greenwich Street to balance the great 
number of skyscrapers east of Nassau 
and Broad Streets. The region is still 
occupied by constructions of the pre-ele- 
vator period. 

These facts make more interesting the 
experiment which it is announced is 
about to be tried by the United States 
Express Company, in conjunction with 
the Manhattan Railway, of erecting a 
modern building, fifteen or twenty sto- 
ries high, behind Trinity Churchyard. 


While the primary purpose of the struct- 
ure is not to erect an office building fcr 


rental, but to accommodate the business 
of the owners, much rentable space will. 
necessarily accrue. .The experiment of 
disposing of this at profitable rentals 
will be watched with great interest hy 
investors and speculators in real estate. 
If it is reasonably successful, it may 
very well result in the transformation of 
one of the most curiously neglected parts 
of the city.

Your issue of this mortiing contains an 
item which I should like to correct, for 
the information of my friends in Greater 
New York and elsewhere, who have aided 
me in my labor of love for. Mrs. Van 
Alstine, (Fanny Crosby.) ? 

I have willfully and maliciously pervert- 
ed the facts In regard to her poverty, have 
I? Ask any of her neighbors that knew 
her in Brooklyn year after year. Ask them 
if this grand, aged woman, whose hymns 
are sung wherever the English language is 
Known, did not occupy a bleak little room 
in a dingy little flat, and write hymns 
which she sold to New York publishers at 
the munificent price of $2 each. Ask them 
if she was occupying the home to which 
her genius entitled her. 

Contributed to my own financial position, 
did I? Let's see what I did. I took down 
some of the events of her life, wrote them 
out, (She does not write, except her signa- 
ture,) edited them, paid her $10 each for 
them, and published them in my magazine, 
“Every Where,’ hoping to rouse piiblic 
attention to her personality—which had 
been allowed to wane. Afterward I asked 
her if she had any objection to their being 
put into a book, to be called ‘*Fanny 
Crosby's Life Story.’’ She replied, with her 


usual sense of appreciation and justice- 


when not “induced” otherwise; that the 
articles were mine; besides writing them 
down and preparing them for the press I 
had paid her for-them, and was entitled to 
publish them for my own benefit. I told 
her that I should publish them for hers; 
that I-should give her from the first the 
same royalty the Harpers were paying me 
on my own books. She said “Bells af 
Evening,” her book of poems, had never 
drawn any royalty, and would not. until 
expenses were paid, and she never had 
received any royalty on her hymns. 

This is the way I went on to contribute 
to my own financial position: I paid all 
the expenses of preparing the book for the 
press, all the expenses of printing, binding, 
presswork, and advertising, and then held 
Fanny Crosby meetings in several different 
towns and States, in behalf of the book, 
paying my owh éxpenses and using time 
for which I am frequently~ paid $150 per 
evening. 

Did I teach people to “love the blind 
poetess’’ any less? I loved her the better 
because she was poor, but my ambition 
was and is to provide for her a home of her 
own, and one where the great, grand 
American public would want to see her. 
Did people love her any the less after I 
was through talking about her? ‘Ask 
some of them. 

I .continued to contribute to my own 


financial position by sending her money: 


from time to time, which was promptly 
banked for her by her relatives; and on 
the 30th of March last The Everywhere 
Publishing Cogipany, which has charge of 
the publishing, sent her a report for the 
past eight months, with balance. This 
amounted to $235.20 for the eight months, 
anfi there was a fourth as much more that 
had been sent from voluntary contributions 
at my lectures, although I did not cali for 
thém.- For this dear Hanny Crosby or her 
friends did not have to lift a finger. Iam 
now waiting to be sued because I have 
not succeedéd in raising more in this. short 
time, and when the suit comes off I will 
tell of some obstructions that have been 
threwh in the way of these and other pos- 
sible sales by people who were afraid that 
the world would learn what it already 
knew—that Fanny Crosby was poor—and 
much poorer than she ought to be. 

I worked on the sympathies of newspaper 
publishers, did I? I sent at my own ex- 
pense hundreds of copies of the “ Life- 
Story” (it’s a fine book, by the way; read 
it) wherever I thought they would do good 
in calling attention to it. The charges of 
these publishers were not ‘“‘ diminished ”’ 
or inereased; they gave lovely notices of 
the book—mostly for thé same reason that 
I was and am. working~—love for Miss 
Crosby. 

“Charitable Work’’? Well, call it what 
you like. I never said anything about 
charity. I said, as thousands of others have 
said, ‘Give Fanny Crosby her rights, and 
she will be a rich woman.’ And I am 
fighting for her and for those rights. 

If this tumult results in the sale of a 
few thousand additional copies of the 
‘ Life-Story "’ I shall be glad and willing 
to stand all the petty annoyance the mat- 
ter may cause me. 

I have not told half of it yet.

DANGER CROSSING STREETS. . 


Woman Knocked Down by Bicyclist— 
No Policeman on Guard.

On Easter Sunday my mother, while re- 
turning from the Church of the Transfig- 


uration, was run down by a boy on a bi-. 


cycle, while crossing Fifth Avenue, between 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth Streets. 
She was getting out of the way of a car- 
riage, when run into by the boy on the 
bicycle, and was thrown backward, strik- 
ifg on the back of her head. The coil of 
her hair acted as a cushion, thtis breaking 
the force of the fall, and this undoubtedly

PRONOUNCED IN SENATE 


Mr. Depew Terms Him Commander 
. Of Forces of Commercialism. 


EFFORTS. IN LABOR’S: BEHALF 


His Work in Givic Federation Will 
Stand Foremost, Thinks Mr. Depew 
—Senator Foraker’s Estimate 
of His Political Foe. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.-The Senate to- 
day listeried to eulogies of the late Senator 
Hanna by Méasrs. Foraker, Scott, Cockrell, 
Platt of Corinecticut, Cullom, Blackburn, 
Elking Fairbanks, Daniel, Perkins, Depew, 
Beveridge, Dolliver, Kearns, and Dick. 

Mr. Hanna’s industrial theories formed 
the special theme of Senator Depew’s ad- 
dress. He found in the selection of Majer 
McKinley for the Presidency a part of the! 
development of those theories. Referring 
to Mr. Hanna, Mr. Depew said: ‘He was 
the product as well as the organizer and 
the commander of the forcgs of commeércial-, 
ism, which dominate our age and have 
produced a new type of leadérship.”’ 

Mr, Depew reviewed the business career 
of Mr. Hanna, which began with a clerk- 
ship and ended in his development into 4 
great ironmaster, Continuing, he said: 

“A life of strenuous business struggling, 
of reaching out for new fields to conquer, 
of education by absorption in the questions 
affecting industrial safety and development, 
of contact with and increasing knowledge 
of human nature in every walk and work 
continued until Mr, Hanna was in his 
sixtieth year.

BULOGIES OF MR. HANNA. | 
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_ AND WOULD-BE PRESIDENT 


A Strangely Isolated Figure in the 
House of Representatives. 


HAS A FOLLOWING OF SIX OR SO 


Once in @ Blue Moon He Saunters In, 
Whispers His Orders, and Solemaly 
Watches His “Brigade” Charge 

the Awe-Inspiring Silences. ~

WASHINGTON, April 7.—It is no dit 
common thing for a member of ‘the 
House to be a prominent Presidéntial 
possibility, but it is a very’ unustal. thing 
for a Congressman to be thus viyidly in ‘the 
limelight and yet for so little to be known 
about his work in Congress as is the ease |} 
with William Randolph:Hearst. Little or 
nothing has been made known of Heafst's 
Congressional life; and yet it is a subject 
full of interest, for whatever the issue of 
this Presidential boom, it is so utterly un- 
like al, others in its methods that it will 
take rank as an extraordinary liircident in 
American history. 

Hearst's position in Congress is as strange 
and isolated as is his boom unique among 
booms. He is not a “‘ mixer,”’ and the ma- 
jority of the Democrats are as aloof from 
him as he from them. 

As a Presidential candidate it should be 
expected that he would be the centre of a 
knot of politicians seeking conference and 
counge]l whenever he enterS the hall, that 
he would be a marked man, his opinion 
sought, his handshake desired. Yet he 
goes the usual road of new Congressmen, 
sought only by his own little clique of 
friends, as is the custom with all legisla- 
tive tyros. When he comes into the hall, 
he sits chatting with his friend Hughes or 
Livernash, unsought and unregarded, and 
when he arises to go his progress to the 
door is unchecked by any eager partisan 
svekigg light or pledging support, 

Nor does he make any impression on 
Cottgress or on the Democratic minority by 
his advocacy of his own views on public 
questions. He makes these fights now and 
then, and as soon as he begins one all the 
ol4 warriors take their seats, a silence 
falls on them, and Hearst and his support- 
ers have the field entirely to ‘themselves. 

The Democratic Party in Congress is 
smitten and frozen with a torpidity Ike 
that of the Sleeping Beauty's Court, as if 
Hearst had been a political fairy godmoth- 
er weaving a spell of lethargy, and on their 
motionless ranks sits a silence so ostenta- 
tious that it is fairly blatant. The, whole 
side seems to wear a sign saying: 

“This does not concern us. Behold us as 
spectators.”’ 

When the fight is over, and Hearst and 
his cohorts retire, the old-line Democrats 
wake to life, and the never-ending bat- 
tle of Democrats and Republicans is re- 
sumed in the same old way. 


ACTS LIKE “ BIG TIM.” 


Hearst’s methods in conducting one of 
these fights are as peculiar and unprece- 
dented as are all the other features of his 
novel boom. Before describing them it 
should be premised that he is a Congress- 
man who is very seldom in his seat. For 
the first half session he was almost as 
unknown by sight to the frequenters of the 
galleries as “‘Tim”’ Sullivan; and that, let’

To Congress “Tim” Sullivan is a Mrs. 
Harris. He dawned on the opening day of 
the. session in resplendent clothes, nd 
then evidently came to the conclusion that 
as a show the House was not what it was

eyes in the galleries, and it is a curtent 
and growing tenet of the habitual specta- 
ters that ‘there ain't no sich a person.” 

Of late Hearst has come into the hall 
oftener, but his visits are still infrequent. 

He !s recorded on 
only five roll calls, and he has not heard 
more than a snatch of a single debate, ex- 
cept those which he personally directed. 
The moment one of these Hearst debates 
is over he arises, and, sticking his hands 
into his pockets, lounges out of the House. 

His face and figure are now growing 
more familiar to the galleries. Frequently 
a whisper of ‘‘There’s Hearst!’’ rushes 
through them, and everybody looks at the 
Candidate, while down on the floor no one 
“bats an eye.”’ But if you take your eye

Perhaps this 
will afford illustration enough of the unique 
methods by which the Hearst contingent 
prosecute every enterprise conriected with 
their movement.

OSCAR S. STRAUS ON WAR. 


Says Hague Tribunal Would Condemn 
Both Russia and Japan. 


Oscar S. Straus, ex-Minister to Turkey 
and member of The Hague Peace Tribunal, 
last night told the Baptist Soeial Union 
of New York that Russia had turned her 
face backward, and the war with Japan 
had resulted. 

“If the questions at issue between Rus- 
sia and Japan,” he said, “‘ were submitted 
to The Hague Tribunal that body would 
decide against both nations, because they 
are battling for the control of a third 
nation. I belfeve that The Hague Tribynal 
will yet have to be invoked to settle this 
war. I beli¢ve further that the war will 
bring such Gestrtictioh on victors as well 
as vanquished that all nations will look 
upon warfare as thé greatest of terrors.”’ 

Mr. Straus said that the credit for giving 
force to the Hague Tribunal belonged to 
President Rodsévelt. He believes tnat the 
Olny-Pauncefote treaty, which recently 
failed of confirtiition by the Senate, would 
shortly be revivified in a new treaty, which 
would pass. 

“Do not losé hope,” said Mr. Straus. 
“The time will come soon when the war 
drums Will be heard no longer in the land.”

Last Wish Was for the Comfort 


of His Nurse., 


“DON’T BOTHER ABOUT TIM” 


ne 
Olid Friends Gather at His House and 
Tell How He Lived His Life 
Among Them. 


Ex-Congréssman Timothy J. Campbell 
died of pneumonia just before noon yeS~- 
terday at his home, 14 Columbia Street. 
His last words were expressivé of his 
thoughtfulness for others, which made him 
beloved by the people of the lower east 
side. A trained nurse was hovering about 
him, when he said, very distinctly: 

“ Sée here, little girl, you've been up all 
night, tending me like an angel. [f'll know 
them when I see the real kind, Don’t you 
worry. I’m real comfortable, and I want 
you to go and get a little rest. Don't you 
bother about old Tim.” 

She moved away to please him, and 
saw him smile with satisfaction, and then 
close his eyes. She sumimoned the doc- 
tor, but ‘‘Tim”’ Campbell had spoken his 
last word, 

It had been known throughout the neigh- 
borhood that his chances of living were 
very small, and there were in the house 
old friends and old political enemies, hop- 
ing against hope, When they heard that 
“Tim” was gone there were a few mo- 
ments of silence, and’ then, one by one, 
they began to tell stories of ‘‘ Tim.” 

“Queer, isn’t it,” said one, “that this 
man who did so much good and died 
poor because of his charities will always 
be remembered by a joke of his that 
doesn't put him in the right light, because 
the joke has been interpreted seriously. 
When Grover Cleveland Was Governor of 
New York and ‘ Tim’ was a State Senator 
a bill had been drafted for the payment 
of back pay due to the police and the 
police clerks. ‘Tim’ was for ft, heart and 
soul, He called on Cleveland, urging the 
measure, but the Governor insisted that he 
could not stand for it, as it was retroactive 
and uhconstitutional. The bill had been 
drawn up by Judge Koch. ‘Tim’ called 
the Governor's attention to that, and re- 
marked that the State had a Court of Ap- 
peals that could judge of the constitution- 
ality of the bill. Then he made himself 
immortal in a way he didn’t like by say- 
ing: ‘What's the Constitution between 
good friends.’ Mr. Cleveland signed the 
bill. The story that this happened when 
Mr. Clevéland was President ig not true.’’ 

“ Yes,” said another, “ and it was ‘ Tim’ 
who really nominated Cleveland. He was 
Governor then, and gave a dinner to the 
legistators at Albany, where ‘Tim’ pro- 
posed a toast to ‘Cleveland, the next 
President.’ This was recountéd by the 
corresporidents, it being the first mention 
of the. man who was the next President. 
‘Tim’s’ toast made Cleveland President.’ 

“Another thing that must not be for- 
gotten,” said an old friend, “was that 
Tim was always loyal to his friends. He 
was thé only politician who had known 
Tweed who had the courage to attend his 
funeral and ride with Tweed’s family to the 
grave.” 

“Some years ago,’’ said another man, 
“IT used to drink more than I ought te and 
was always getting into trouble. I had 
been in a place where I got the worst of 
it, and met Tim on his way home and 
asked him how I could get an ambulance. 


He told me the surest way was to go back 
into the saloon and propose ‘three cheers 
for thé orange arid down with the green.’ 
That set me to thinking. If Tim could 
say that I thought I must be & bad man 
and that I had better reform. <% did, and 
am_now prosperous. Tim did that for me." 

There was no friend of the ex-Congress- 
man who did not regret that he could not 
have lived until he h reached prosperity 
from his interests tn Alaskan mines. Camp- 
bel! acquired these interests through being 
eounsel for the Tin City Mining Company. 
His last official act was to fet the Post- 
master General to ee Tin City a Post 
Office, and the man he wanted to be Post- 
master got the appointment. Président 
Roosevelt is an old friend of the é6x-Con- 
gressman. 

Tim" Campbell's G¢areer was 0 of 
real interest. He was born in ounty 
Cavan, Ireland, in 1840, and eame to this 
country when he was éight years old. He 
sold papers, learnéd the printer's trade 
became a power in politics, was elected 
to the Assembly in 1867, and _ stayed there 
until 1872. Thén hé studied law and was 
admitted to the bar. At different times 
later he was Municipal Justice, State Sen- 
ator, and Congressman. 

The funeral services will be held at St. 
Mary’s Church, Ridge and Grand Streets, 
on Monday at 9:30 A: M.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 
1 1-2@1 3-4, 


Marked Strength in Steel Trust Issues 
the Day’s Feature — Good and 
Bad Railway Earnings. 


The siock market yesterday met every 
reasonable expectation. That is to say, 
although there was some loss of buvy- 
g&ncy, except in restricted cases, there 
was an increase of activity, and, although 
there were c few more fractional declines 
and limitation in the number and extent 
of the advances af a point or more, rev- 
ertheless ‘maintained strength was the 
day’s characteristic, and was all the 
more remarkable because occurring on 
four consecutive days. The fall from 
the high point in January has been cor- 
rected by the advance of the last few 
weeks, and operators are faced with the 
question whether they will take the mar- 
ket to a higher range or allow it to slip 
back again. Yesterday’s market showed 
uncertainty of sentiment. There were 
some fresh buyers, but the market 
seemed to be given to them, they being 
allowed to take what they wanted with- 
out having to follow the market up. 

This was particularly marked in the 
recent leaders of the market. Southern 
Pacific and Ufiion Pacific each lost 
eighths, although they made reports well 
adapted to be the basis of an intrinsic 
boom. Union Pacific in February added 
$477,162 to net earnings, aggregating an 
increase since July of over $2,000,000. 
Southern Pacific failed to make an in- 
crease of the round two million doliars 
by but a few thousand, the increase for 
February net alone being $406,213. Such 
stimulating figures stoutly reinforce the 
recent aggressive buying, and suggest an 
adequate motive independent of the one 
so freely assigned in railway strategy 
and politics. But yesterday the stocks 
were in rather better supply than de- 
mand, as attested by the moderate reac- 
tionary tendency. As usual the little buy- 
ers are late, and their demands are met 
by the big fellows who began buying 
earlier. 

The fireworks of the day were supplied 
by United States Realty, which closed 
near the day’s highest, retaining an im- 
provement of 3% upon the improvement 
in the local labor outlook: Still such a 
stock cannot be called a’market leader. 
That duty was discharged by Steel pre- 
ferred, which closed within \% of the best, 
ata net advance of 134. It cannot be said 
that the discussion of the report was of 
a sort to explain the continued improve- 
ment, for sentiment was more critical, 
but the motive power was thought to be 
supplied by the covering of shorts. The 
report was too good for them, at least. 
The common was of course much iess 
active, but the volume was large for it, 
and the tone was even more strong, al- 
though the rise was smaller.’ Pennsylva- 
nia was active, but no more than firm, 
but Amalgamated was both active and 
strong, on continued improvement in the

metal trade. A statement was ‘circulated 
showing that the hard coal carriers had 
lost a million dollars in gross in Febru- 
ary, together with» an increase of ex- 
penses, making a loss of $1,304,220 for 
the group, but the reflection in their 
prices was not marked. On the other 
hand, St. Louis and Southwestern report- 
ed for February an addition to net of 
$77,597, making since July an increase 
of $384,911, yet the fact would not be 
suspected from its moderate advance. it 
thus seems a whimsical market, relying 
for its improvement upon professional 
stimulus. Further sign of this is seen in 
the limitation of the active stocks to 
about a dozen. The public’s taste is 
more general, and when investors are 
really at work, business will be better 
distributed, and pay more attention to 


factors now in the background.

| BRIBED THE SERGEANTS, 
THE BONDSMAN ASSERTS 


Says He Gave Up Half His Fees in 
4,000 Cases. 


HE IS ACCUSED OF PERJURY 


Charges That They Always Filled in 
Bonds for Him and Always 
Shared “ Graft.” 


While testifying in his own behalf, during 
his trial on the charge of perjury in con- 
nection with an alleged fraudulent bail 
bond before Recorder Goff and a jury in 
the Court of General Sessions yesterday, 
Herman Froelich of 1,877 Third Avenue, a 
professional bondsman, by his own ad- 
mission, declared that he had divided the 
fees for his services with four Police Ser- 
geants. They are, he said, Sergts. Conboy, 
Brown, Place, and Mahoney, all of whom 
are now or have recently been attached to 
the Fifth Street Station. 

Froelich said that the business arrange- 
ment had extended over several years, in- 
cluded more than 4,000 individual cases, and 
that it was all done with the aid and full 
knowledge of the four Sergeants. Sergt. 
Thomas Conboy, the only one of the four 
who has been called as a witness in this 
trial, emphatically denied Froelich’s ac- 
cusations of bribing. He declared that 
neither he nor any other Sergeants in the 
Fifth Street Station whom he had ever 
heard of had ever received any money from 
the defendant. 

Froelich was charged with falsely swear- 
ing, in giving a bail bond for a woman, 
Kitty Brown, on April 11, 1903, before Ser- 
geant Conboy in the Fifth Street Station, 
that he owned the property at 2,050 Wash- 
ington Avenue. He admitted yesterday 
that he sold the property in 1901. 

Froelich declared that~he had signed a 
number of bail bonds in blank and left 
them in the Fifth Street Station. 

““Whenever a Sergeant wanted to bail 
out a woman he would fill in one of these 
blank bonds and call me to the station,” 
he said. ‘In this case, this Kitty Brown 
paid me $4. I left the station with her 
and afterward returned and gave Sergt. 
Conboy, who was on the desk at this time, 
half of my fee, or $2.” 

“Who filled in this bond?” asked As- 
sistant District Attorney Clarke. 

“I do not know,” said Froelich. 

“Did you authorize the Sergeant to do 
so?”’ 

“TI did not.” 

Q.—You admit bribing the Sergeant? A.—Yes. 
Q.—How as have you been a professional 
bondsman ? A.—Four years. 

Q.—How many bonds have you gone on? A.— 
More than 4,000. 

Q.—And did you get $4 each time you went on 
a bond? A.—Yes, but I only kept half the fee. 
I always gave the other half to the Sergeant. 

Q.—In many of these bonds on which you ap- 
pear as the owner, a description of the property 
is filled in on the bond, Did the Sergeants do 
this? A.—I suppose they did. 

Q.—Where did they get this degcription? A.— 
From a slip in the desk which was passed from 
Sergeant to Sergeant. 

Q.—In all those years did you ever swear to 
one of your bonds? A.—I never did. 

Q.—Not even in the case of the Washington 
Avenue property? A.—No. 

Q.—Did you ever tell Sergt, Conboy that you 
had sold the Washington Avenue propery? A. 
we. but I told Sergts. Brown, Place, and Ma- 

oney. 

Q.—Did you always give half.of your fee to the 
Sergeants? A.—Certainly, I did; I had to. 

Q.—Do you mean to tell this jury that you 
could get prisoners out of that station house by 
signing bonds in blank, and that the police offi- 
cers would fill in those blanks? A.—Yes. 

Froelich said that he was not always pres- 
ent when the bonds were filled in. When- 
ever there was any difficulty about the 
bonds in the police court the next day, the 
officer in charge of the prisoner would 
explain that in his hurry he had left the 
bond behind, he said, and then, in the in- 
terval allowed by this delay, the . bonds 
would be fixed by the Sergeant and Froe- 
lich would be quickly summoned. Froelich 
said that he sometimes bailed out as many 
as eleven prisoners in one night. His trans- 
actions were limited altogether to the Fifth 
Street Station, he said. 

Sergt. Conboy, who listened to Froelich’s 
testimony, was next called. He fairly 
bounded into the witness chair. He said 
that in the specific case on which Foelich 
is being tried the defendant bailed the 
woman out and swore to the bond; he de- 
clared with emphasis that he never got 
any money from the bondsman and had not 
heard that any of his fellow-Sergeants did. 

Asked why he had left the Fifth Street 
Station, he said that he had been trans- 
ferred by Gen. Greene and fined five days’ 
pay for a minor violation committed two 
weeks before the bond in question was 
issued.’ That penalty, he said, was the 
only one he had got in his twenty-three 
years as a policeman. The trial was ad- 
journed until to-day, with Conboy on the 
stand. 

At the time of Froelich’s arrest, in De- 
cember last, he made what was termed a 
*confession,”” in which he made charges 
similar to those against Conboy and the 
other three Sergeants at the Fifth Street 
Station against various members of the 
police force. Investigation by the District 
Attorney’s office, it was said at the time, 
revealed no foundation for any of the 
charges. 


MENDING BROKEN WI WIRES. 


Most of Damage of of ‘Wednesday’ s Fire in 
Subway Repaired. 


Suf&tantial progress was made yesterday 


ting into working order the tangled mass 
of severed telegraph and telephone wires 
which were put out of business by 
Wednesday's fire in the subway at Broad- 
way and Fulton Street. Out of more than 
1,600 wires in the Cortlandt Street tele- 
phone~-circuit and 2,000 wires running to 
other exchanges which were damaged, 
most of the Cortlandt Street wires com- 
menced working yesterday morning, and 
by midnight most of the other lines had 
been repaired. on Was made at 
about the same rate by the Postal Tele- 
graph Company and the Western Union, 
each of which lost about 500 connections. 
The work of sorting and connecting the 


wires was a laborious and exacting one. 
The wires, except at the spot where the 
fire occurred, are protected 7 iron yipes. 
of which there is layer upon layer. hese 
pipes had to be cut so as to expose a suf- 
Fidiert length of wire for a splice. Then 
came the most difficult part of the work 
of identifying the wires, all of which look 
alike. This could only be done by testing 
each wire of a loop by attaching a tele- 
phone instrument and finding out both from 
Central and from.the other end, 

‘**We all,. the various officials of the 
different companies,’’: said the official who 
was superintending the work, ‘ think this 
subway point is the ore in the country 
for so many wires. .Just think of so small 
a space for 12,000 wires, many of them 
trunk lines. They are in constant danger 
and may be destroyed at any time. Bet- 
ter provision should certainly be made, The 
country “cannot get along without these 
wires, and they should certainly be at- 


tended to.’

‘CHANGES TERMINAL PLANS. 


That of Bréoklyn Structure to Extend 
Qnly to Duane Street. 


Bridge Commissioner Best has altered 
his plans for a Brooklyn Bridge terminal 
and forwarded a communication ‘to that ef- 
fect yesterday to the ‘Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, where the matter will 
be taken up to-day. The Commissioner now 
advocates the cutting down of the “bridge 
terminal so that it will extend north only 
to Duane Street, instead of to Worth 
Street, as first planned. This change 
would effect a saving of about $1,500,000 
from the original plans and would reduce 
the total cost of the terminal to about 
$7,000,000. ‘The Bridge Commissioner also 
suggests making the building over the ter- 
minal. eight stories high instead of six. For 
the rest the plans are to remain substan- 
tially as’ first planned. 

“It is not, I trust, inopportune at this 
time,’”’ wrote the Commissioner, ‘‘ to out- 
line possible methods of prevention of 
crushes at the new bridge terminals. 

“An elevated railway should be carried 
from the Manhattan Bridge through Canal 
Street to the North River with a loop at 
that point; an elevated railway should be 
buiit in Delancey Street, and Delancey 
Street extended to Elm Street, to reach 
the Spring Street Station of the subway 
on Elm Street; a branch from this railway 
should be extended from some point west 
of the Bowery to connect with the Canal 
Street line, which would then carry pas- 
sengers from both of these new bridges to 
the North River. All of those elevated 
railways would cross over the north and

New York Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church Celebrates. 


In many respects the most jubilant occa- 
sion in connection with the New York Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
being held in this city was the celebration 
held by 700 ministerial and lay delegates 
last night at Grace Church, One Hundred 
and Fourth Street, between Columbus and 
Amsterdam Avenues, over the raising of 
the ‘“‘ million-dollar thank offering.’’ 

The movement to raise this sum was be- 
gun in 1900, and its object was to pay off 
the debts, to enlarge and endow the benev- 
olen: institutions, and take care of the vet- 
eran ministers of the Methodist Church in 
this city. Announcement was made yester- 
day by Dr. E. 8. Tipple, the Secretary of 
the fund, that $1,036,997 had been pledged, 
of which $733,750 has been paid. The Meth- 
odist Church throughout the country has 
raised a thank-offering of $20,000,000. 

J. Edgar Leaycraft, President of the So- 
cial Union, received Bishop Andrews and 


the Conference delegates in behalf of the 
society. Speaking of the twenty-million- 
dollar thank offering, he said: 

‘““We have accomplished that which we 
thought was impossible at the time we at- 
tempted it, and it was not thought the 
amount could be found in the whole Metho- 
dist Church, but it has been subscribed and 
used to pay our church debts and endow 
our institutions. 

**One million dollars has been raised for 
the church in the metropolis. New York 
Methodism to-day is in a good, healthy, 
flourishing condition. We have missionary 
work going on in this city among the Japa- 
nese, Chinese, Italians, Greeks, and other 
nationalities.’ 

In cgnclusion the Bishop referred to the 
meant salaries of some of the ministers 
in the conference and the additional straits 
in which they were in this year from the 
unusually high price of necessaries of life. 
He said that there was nothing in the 
Scriptures requiring those in the ministry 
to suffer unnecessary and _ uncalled for 
hardships and even starvation, and that 
provision must be made by the ‘Church for 
eases of this kind. 

In the =< session of the conference 
at St. Paul’ Church, on Ejighty-sixth 
Street and West End Avenue, Presiding 
Elder C. W. Millard reported 1,600 conver- 
sions during the past year in the New 
York District, which, he said, was an un- 
usually large number. He said that seven 
new churches had been established and a 
total disbursement of over $1,000,000 had 
been made in the district. 

The Rev. Dr. T. S. Bond proposed.a res- 
olution that 2% per cent. of the general 
missionary fund of the conference be set 
aside to aid preachers whose salaries were 
inadequate. The resolution was laid on 
the table, but action may be taken on it 


later.

TWO 0 SOLDIERS BREAK JAl JAIL. 


Escape from Fort Wadsworth 
Armed Men Guard Ferries.
